CRIES OF A WOMAN 
DIOULOSE SLAYING 
IN HER RESTAURANT 


Wealthy Stratford, Conn.., 
Resident Is Brutally 
Slashed to Death. 


FOUGHT MURDERER, 
FURNITURE REVEALS 


Her Diamonds Are Untouched; 
Manager Being Sought; 
Woods Surrounded. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Stratford, Conn., Sept. 25.—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Wilson Nichols, 33, 
wealthy owner of a chain of ex- 
clusive taverns and road houses, 
was brutally murdered here this 
afternoon. Her body, after a series 
of piercing cries had. been heard, 
was found in one of her exquisitely 
fitted offices in the S. & A. restau- 
rant, in the center of the summer 
colony here. Her throat was cut. 

Albert G. Ferrara, 40, handsome 
Italian manager of the restaurant 
where she was slain, is sought. Po- 
lice say he fled by the front door as 
men answering the woman's cries 
entered from the side. 

Police of Bridgeport, Milford and 
Stratford, in addition to State 
troopers, soon surrounded the Avon 
woods on the outskirts of Bridge- 
port. According to detectives, two 
men saw Ferrara enter the woods 
near the summer dwellings. He 
had not been apprehended early to- 
night. 


Fought for Her Life. 


Mrs. Nichols, who held stock in 
several New York restaurants, was 
the wife of William E. Nichols, who 
assisted her in conducting her ex- 
tensive restaurant enterprises. He 
denies that his wife and the man- 
ager were overfriendly. 

Mrs. Nicholas fought for her life. 
A 4-inch carving knife was found 
near her body. Her left index finger 
was severed where she. grasped 
desperately at the weapon. 

Her breast showed seven deep 
gashes, her face was horribly cut 
and her clothes were torn. 

It was Mrs. Nichols’ hobpy to 
have a beautiful office in her 
restaurants. Her expensive desk 
and typewriting table were over- 
turned in the _ scuffle. Valuable 
ornaments were scattered about tne 
floor and three pictures were torn 
from the wall. A large window was 
broken. 


Arrived About 11 A. M. 


Ac:ordin;, to police, Mrs. Nichols 
arrived at the restaurant in her ex- 
pensive racing car soon after 11 
o'clock, and before the place was 
open for bué.ness. 

Sidney Dunning, manager of a 
gasoline station across the street, 
heard her screams a few minutes 
afternoon. He told Christopher 
Gozano, a passerby. As the two 
talked they heard cries again. They 
ran to the back of the restaurant. 

The door was locked and they 
could see nothing. They advanced 
to the side, and through the open 
door leading to her private room 
Then they saw Mrs. Nichols’ 
on the floor. She moaned. 

The men looked to the front and 
saw Ferrara emerge, they say. 


quickly locked the door and started 
down Stratford avenue. After 
walking block he broke into a 
run. Dunning then forced his way 
into the restaurant, and as he 
reached her Mrs. Nichols gasped: 
‘My God! Why?” 

She died as Dunning bent to 
lxsten to her words. 

When police arrived, they sent 
out a general alarm for Ferrara. 

Robbery was not the motive. 
Mrs. Nichols’ fingers were adorned 
with several diamond rings and her 
diamond brooch was in place. In 
her pocketbook were valuables and 
money -left untouched.

Fred Winnai, 22-year-old driver, 
called the “‘dare-devil’’ of the race 
tracks, furnished the crowd with 
its biggest thrill when, in attempt- 
ing to break Peter De Paolo’s mark 
of 135 miles an hour, established 
last year in the Laurel bowl, he 
crashed into the guard rail at the

Winnai was cut on the 
face and badly bruised, but regretted

lines seem destined to be drawn 
between these men, 

Of the five there is only one who 
can. be considered from his own 
viewpoint or that of the country 
generally to be an acceptable dry 
candidate. That is McAdoo, whose 
star no longer is on the ascen- 
dency. 

It does not follow necessarily 
that the Democratic platform will 
be four square with the views of 
any of these men, much less with 
the beliefs of those most extreme 
in their divergence with and ab- 
horrence of the prohibition law. 

It will be no novel thing’to have 
a platform and a‘candidate at odds. 

In this instance it is by no means 
certain that the drys will not win 
the platform fight, but the candi- 
date seldom writes and not always 
dictates his party’s declaration of 
policy.

MARVIN’S KIN ACCEPT 
PEARY DEATH REPORT 


Story of Murder by Eskimo 
Not to Alter Belief That 


Professor Drowned. 

Elmira, N. Y., Sept. 25 (By A. 
P.).—"'We accept the report of 
Commander Peary as accepted by 
the geographical societies of the 
world,”’ was the statement of mem- 
bers of the Marvin family in com- 
menting today on the story that 


Prof. Ross Marvin had been mur- 
dered by Eskimos while a member 
of the Peary expedition to the north 
pole, as printed in the New York 
Times. 

Commander Peary’s book on the 
pole trip said Marvin had drowned, 
and that report was accepted by 
geographical ~ societies. Marvin’s 
relatives also have accepted it and 
have become reconciled to the be- 
lief that death was accidental. 

Prof. Marvin was a native of El- 
mira, and his mother, Mrs. Mary J. 
Marvdn, a sister, Mrs. Lillian Cole, 
and brothers, William and Albert 
Marvin, still reside in this city. 
Mrs. Marvin will observe her eighty- 
sixth birthday next week. 


KRASSIN POISONED, 
HIS FRIENDS BELIEVE 


Exiled Czarists’ Blood Used 
in Transfusions to Save 
Red Envoy’s Life. 


London, Sept. 25 (By A. P.).— 
Leonid Krassin, who is expected to 
return to London on Monday to 
resume his post as the _ soviet 
charge d'affaires, has been stricken 
with pernicious anemia in a most un- 


usual form, gays the Sunday Ex- 
press. The newspaper adds there 
is a Widespread feeling among 
Krassin’s friends that he has been 
poisoned in some subtle way by 
bitter enemies among the Moscow 
extremists. 

Krassin was stricken with what 
was first reported to be pneumonia 
in Paris early this year. Several 
times he has been revived by blood 
transfusions. The Express says 
that many of those who volunteered 
their blood for these operations 
were impoverished Russian exiles. 
The paper comments on the peculiar 
irony that Czarists have 
driven by poverty to offer their 
blood to Save the life of one of the 
Soviet leaders.

During many years’ experience in 
directing properties where the con- 
trolling interest was represented by 
capitalists of the old school, I never 
found so keen a desire and so great 
an ability to make the investment 
of large sums productive for good 
of the general public as is evidenced 
by P. R. T. men and their repre- 
sentatives. This has been increas- 
ingly shown as the men have grown 
to a fuller realization of the re- 
sponsibility that rightly goes with 
ownership and control. 


Practical in Coal Fields. 
“Following the line of P. R. T. 
experiment, if the railroads and all 
of their men would earnestly and 
collectively devote themselves to 
economic accomplishment, the sav- 
ing would more than: equal one- 
half present labor cost. If, as a 
condition of this co-operative effort, 
proportionate shares of the result- 
ant added profits were reflected in 
lower rates to the public, in added 
profits to the owners, and a fair 
participation to the employes, the 
men, by investing this added wage 
en bloc through their trustees, 


trolling interest in the railroads by 
which they are employed. 

“Such a democracy in the anthra- 
cite industry would be intensely 
practical. The anthracite worker is 
a man of common-sense, plus a com- 
mon school education. He will stop 
work and resort to passive resist- 
ance so long as he feels that he 
can not otherwise force from the 
owners a fair share of his handi- 
work. He is not likely to stop work, 
however, when it not only stops his 
pay envelope but his dividend check 
also. Nor is he likely to increase 
his own wages beyond fhe power of 
the industry to pay, when the inev- 
itable result would be to reduce his 
dividend payments, or see his own 
property deteriorate and go smash.

“If the employes in the anthra- 
cite fields were offered an increase 
of wages in proportion to their fu-

Financial apportionments to the 
work of the U. S. engineer’s office, 
which will create a parked area 
along Anacostia river similar to 
that of Potomac park, are slow. 
Only $170,000 a year is appro- 
priated and $2,120,000 still needed. 
Should annual appropriations to the 
Federal engineer's office be in- 
creased to $300,000, as recommend- 
ed by that office, the work could 
be finished to the District line in 
possibly seven years.

Two pleasure lakes for canoeing 
and boating are features of the 
Anacostia park project. It has 
heen suggested that the lake on the 
west side of the park be named 
Lake Kingman in honor of the late 
Gen. Dan Kingman, who was chief 
of engineers when the project was 
first conceived. 


Four Istands for Picnics. 


It has four islands for picnic par- 
ties, and a lock at its lower end will 
let pleasure craft in and out. The 


water in the lake will be kept at a 
constant level by a system of con- 
duits and control gates at the upper 
and lower ends. Thirty per cent of 
the sea-wall foundation for this lake 
is in, and one of the control con- 


duits will be laid before the end of 
the year. Wake Kingman runs 
north and south of Benning road 
and will pass under the _ road 
through a culvert large enough for 
passage of pleasure craft. 

The lake on the east side is called 
Fast lake. It will also have two 
islands. 

The land area of the park sur- 
rounding the lakes will vary from 
400 to 2,000 feet in width and 
average about 1,000 feet. One of 
the largest stretches extends from 
B street southeast to Benning road, 
a great portion of which is near 
Eastern High school. 

Development of the Anacostia 
park project above Benning road 
connects with the proposal to es- 
tablish the national arboretum for 
the Agriculture Department on the 
Mount Hamilton tract adjoining the 
northern section of Anacostia. 


Arboretum Project in Congress. 


The arboretum measure passed 
the Senate last May and will be up 
for consideration by the House in 


Ihecember. It provides for the ac- 
quisition of the Mount Hamilton 
and Hickiy hili land as the site for 
an outdoor laboratory for the de- 
partment to conduct experimenta- 
tion on tree life, such as plant 
breeding, development of faster- 
growing timber and methods of 
combating plant diseases. This area 
offers many kinds of soils that will 
be helpful to the work to be carried 
on there, The beautiful Shaw lily 


ponds would form a part of the 
site. 


When completed the Anacostia | 


project will form a line of parked 
land five miles long, along the east- 
erm bank of the Anacostia river 
from the Eleventh street southeast 
bridge to the District line, and a 
similar parked track on the city 
side of the river approximately 
three and a half miles long, from 
Gallinger hospital to the National 
Training School for Boys at the Dis- 
trict line; a lake on the city side 
paralleling the river for a mile and 
three quarters northward from Gal- 
linger hospital, and a lake a mile 
long, lying in the area east of the 
river and north of Benning road. 

In about two years all of the 
reclamation project will be finished 
‘below Benning bridge and the tract 
that is completed south of Benning 
road will be available for park 
treatment. The entire project is 
now half accomplished, but at the 
present rate of appropriation for it, 
will not be finished for twelve 
years.

EARTH'S MYSTERY 


Stations to Seek Cause and 
Effect of Movement of 
Places.

Annapolis, Md., Sept. 25.—-Radio 
fans who find difficulty in recep- 
tion because of the naval high pow- | 
er station at Annapolis, may eapect 
even more trouble in October and 
November, when this station be- 
comes one of six major 
that will engage in a series of tests 
for the determination of world 
longitude, authorities announced 
today. 

Under the auspices of the 
national Astronomical union 
the International Geodetic and 
Geographical union, certain high 
power radio staticns will broadcast 
time ticks on. specified schedule 
during the two months. One 
these stations is at Algiers, one ai 
Shanghai and. the third at 
Diego. These are about 
hours apart and 
tude. They form what is known as 
the “fundamental polygon.’’ In ad- 
dition, Annapolis. Bellevue 
Honolulu will broadcast the 
ticks. The series will be repeated 
three times a day. 

The object is to fix the position of 
three points of the ‘‘fundamental 
polygon’’ and from these points to 
accurately determine the_ position 
of intermediate stations. Among 
the earth’s unsolved mysteries 
the cause and effect of places on the 
earth changing their relative posi- 
tions. 

It is planned to make determina- 
tion of the exact longitude and lati- 
tude of places at regular intervals 
in order to ascertain the direction 
and rate of movement of such 
places and to predict future move- 
ments.

proximately 400, more than 1,000) 
persons severely injured and a score 
of thousand homeless, work of re- 
habilitating the stricken area was | 
being pushed rapidly today as stores 
reopened for business and residents 
sought to restore their homes. 
Throughout the devastated area the 
thump of hammer and the chug of 
wrecking macninery echoed the ef- 
torts of working crews to clear the 
mass of tangled debris and to re- 
pair that which must not be re-| 
placed entirely. 

Search for the bodies of persons | 
listed as missing, numbering more | 
than 300, continued. In Miami and | 
vicinity, 210 are unaccounted for, 
while the flood waters of Lake 
Okechobee are believed to conceal 
from 125 to 150 bodies. 


Insurance Bureau Opened. 


Property damage is estimated at 
more than $165,000,000. A centrai 
adjustment bureau has been estab- 
lished by insurance companies in 
Miami, where hurricane insurance 
policies totaling $20,000,000, cover- 
ing virtually all of the principal 
buildings damaged by the gale, are 
held. : 

Fourteen of the 47 buildings of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in the Miami district, were practi- 
cally destroyed with a loss esti- 
mated at $175,000. Bishop H. M, 
Dobbs, of the Florida conference, 
in making this report to head- 
quarters of the church in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., said: 

“Our first duty to cooperate with 
the Red Crosg; our people brave, 
hopeful and full of faith.”’ 

Danger of an epidemic of dis- 
ease apparently has been averted 
by improved sanitation and water 
systems, inoculation of hundreds 
with antityphoid serum and strict 
inspection of food. 


Medical Aid Still Needed. 


The State, however, is still in 
need of medical assistance, accord- 
ing to Hermann A. Damm, of 
Jacksonville, president of the Flo- 
rida Chamber of Commerce. He 
made a plea for such aid in New 
York today, declaring that reports 
of the disaster had not been ex- 
ggerated. 

Gov. Martin today petitioned 
Hugh §S. Cumming, surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States, for five 
public health service sanitary en- 
gineers to take charge of sanitary 
conditions in the storm area. 

President -C. H. Mann, of the 
State board of health, who made 
public the request, said the sur- 
geon general had been asked to 
send the engineers here for a con- 
ference with State health officers 
with whom they will be asked to 
cooperate. Contributions. for the 
relief of storm sufferers continue to 
pour in from all sections of the 
country. Receipts by the Red Cross 
chief clearing house for the relief 
work today had passed the two 
million mark. Countless other 
agencies daily are receiving dona- 
tions which will swell the total 
considerably.

The 
hurricane was the most severe 
which ever struck the mainland of 
the United States, he said, adding 
that Miami has never been mate- 
rially damaged by a storm before. 
Seventy-five per cent of the 150 ho- 
tels and 70 per cent of the 1,200 
apartment houses in his district, 
Mayor Romfh reported, suffered lit- 
tle damage beyond breaking of 
glass. It was the cheaply construct- 
ed houses in the outlying districts 
which were completely wrecked, he 
added. 

“T predict that Miami will make 
a world record comeback. The peo- 
ple have the enthusiasm, the will 
to do, an unshaken faith in the 
future of this great city. It is the 
same people who have created the 
tastest growing city in America who 
are now turning their energies and 
enthusiasm to the work of recon- 
struction in Miami,’’ the mayor de- 
clared.

Since 
that time, the radio public has felt 
the need of another station and pro- 
tested the discontinuance of WCAP. 


Municipal Plan. Dropped. 


The City club had hoped to ac- 
quire the dead station for a munici- 
pal station, but the expense in- 
volved prohibited such a venture. 
Then came the institution of sta- 
tion WMAL by Martin Leese. Up 
to this time the new station has 
been operated as a low power sta- 
tion. 

Recognizing the need of a better 
broadcasting plant, Mr. Leese em 
ployed William Pierson, who form- 
erly handled the programs of sta- 
tion WCAP, and instructed Mr. 
Pierson to make whatever changes 
and improvements he saw fit. Asa 
result, a new studio is being built, 
which upon cormletion will rank 
with the best in the coumry, high- 
powered equipment is being in- 
stalled and it is likely that a higher 
wave length will be employed, so 
that it will not interfere with sta- 
tion WRC. 

In cooperating with Mr. Leese, 
the City club will make well ap- 
pointed quarters in its building 
available. The club has given Mr. 
Leese the authority to broadcast 
club musicales, forum and other 
events of local _ interest.

German, which was barred from 
the District high schools during the 
war, never has regained its prewar 
popularity with the students.

chines Not Safe From 
Direct Fire. 


Eight 6-inch shells and two land 
mines blew two obsolete British 
tanks, weighing 84 tons, to bits at 
Camp Meade, Md., yesterday, and 
fragments were picked up a half 
mile away. This wreckage closed a 
two days’ test of tanks’. vulner- 
ability to artillery and mines, con- 
ducted by the infantry’s experi- 
mental tank board. 

Yesterday’s tests with a light 
French tank showed that unless a 
tank strikes a mine squarely, it has 
a good chance of not being stopped. 
Fifty pounds of triton, a new, pow- 
erful explosive, exploded 5 feet 
away from the tank, with its engine 
running, jumped the rollers from 
the tank track, but failed to stop 
the engine. 

“Three other charges placed closer 
failed to stop the engine, and it 
took a Strokes mortar shell on top 
of the tank to put it out of com- 
mission. This shell blew a hole in 
the turret, set fire to the gasoline, 
and the motor stopped. No one was 
hurt in the closing experiments, 
which showed in general that tanks 
are not safe from artillery or direct 
contacts with mines.

Prepared For Treachery.

Pygmy-land was found after five 
flavs of climbing steep mountafns, 
which rose to a height of 15,000 
feet. First the party came upon 
the Rouffear river, which plunged 
down a deep gorge, with high cliffs 
on both sides. Across the gorge 
was a rattan suspension bridge. 

The party crossed gingerly, half 
suspecting treachery and prepared 
for a hostile reception they had 
been told to expect. Instead, they 
met. the smiling little black girl. 

Following her they entered a vil- 
lage and soon were surrounded by 
the people of pygmy-land. But the 
natives were friendly. Smiling and 
making signs of good will, they 
brought presents of their primitive 
bows and arrows, ornaments and 
other crude impiements of the stone 
age development to which they be- 
long. 

In return they expressed their 
delight with the marine shells of 
trifling value which the men of the 
expedition gave them. The pygmies 
spoke in low tones, were unob- 
trusive but not timid. Ages of im- 
munity among the mountain 
heights from the fierce Papuans of 
the plains had made them ealm 
and cool, unafraid. 

The scientists were able to make 
careful measurements.,and deter- 
mined that they were of the true 
pygmy type. They studied them to 
fix their relationship to other 
negrito tribes and to collect 
ethnological data for the National 
museum in Washington, D. C.

He is Samuel G. Mawson, of 1418 
Hopkins street northwest, who re- 
cently celebrated his eightieth birth- 
day. That he was the first Ameri- 


‘can fighting man to land in Cuba 


was recently confirmed by a search 
of the records in the War and Navy 
Departments. 

The historic landing occurred at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, early in the 
morning of May 16, 1898. The land- 
ing party had been sent ashore 
from the U. S. S. Marblehead, which 
was in command of the late Admiral 
Bowman H. McCalla. 

Sergt. Mawson, who was in com- 
mand of the marine guard on the 
Marblehead, immediately led his 
men up the steep hill that over- 
looks Guantanamo bay. Arrived at 
the summit, they found that the 
Spanish soldiers who had been gar- 
risoned there had fled. However, 
they had left the flag of Spain fly- 
ing from one of their shacks, and 
this Mawson quickly hauled down. 

A few days later an entire bat- 
talion of marines was landed at 
Guantanamo. Had the Spaniards 
attacked immediately, according to 
Sergt. Mawson, they might have 
wreaked heavy casualties in the 
ranks of the marines. But as it was, 
they delayed their attack until the 
Americans had fortified their posi- 
tion. The attack, when it finally 
came, was easily repulsed. Only six 
or seven marines were killed. The 
The American army in command of 
Gen. Shafter, landed in Cuba the 
following month.

He has been department command- 
er of both the United Spanish War 
Veterans and the Grand Army of 
the Republic in this city, and it is 
said of him that he has never 
missed a Memorial day parade in 
the years he has been here. He 
is a member of the Phil Sheridan 
post of the G. A. R. and of Pettit 
camp of the United Spanish War 
Veterans.

Leaders in-Work From 32 Na- 
tions Open 3-Day Conven- 
tion Wednesday. 


DR. THEOBALD SMITH 
-HEADS ORGANIZATION 


Eminent Scientists: to Take 
Part in Discussion of Pre- 
ventative Measures. 


Leaders in the world fight against 
tuberculosis from 32 nations, will 
gather in Washington this week to 
attend the fifth conference of the 
International Union Against Tuber- 


culosis that will open at the May- 
flower hotel Wednesday, and con- 
tinue through Saturday. 

Information concerning the ad- 
vancement jin tuberculosis treat- 
ment, research and prevention will 
be exchanged among those attend- 
ing the cosmopolitan gathering. It 
will be the first meeting held in 
this country since 1908. The last 
meeting was held in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, two years ago. Dr. 
Theobald Smith. of Princton, N. J.. 
is president of the international 
union. He was the first man to 
point out the difference between the 
germ of bovine and human tubercu- 
losis and he is also the discoverer 
of the cause of Texas cattle fever. 

Important papers on research 
work in tuberculosis will be read 
at the conference by many eminent 
scientists from this country and 
abroad. Dr. E. C. Schroeder, di- 
rector of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment experiment station at Bethes- 
da. Md.. who has made extensive 
studies of tuberculosis in animals, 
is on the program to speak. Other 
eminent leaders in the war on white 
plague who are on the program to 
speak include Dr. Allen K. Krause, 
of Johns Hopkins university, Balti- 
more; Dr. William H. Park, di- 
rector. bureau of laboratories, New 
Yorx city department of health; 
Dr. Ernst Loewenstein, of Vienna, 
and Dr. Gerald B. Webb, of Colo- 
rada Springs, who will speak on 
“The Progress and Organization of 
Antituberculosis Work in the 
United States.” 


Foreign Guests Arrive. 


Liners docking at New York yes- 
terday brought 9 of the 150 nota- 
ble foreign scientists and health 
workers who will attend the con- 
ference and remain in Washington 
to attend the convention of the 
National Tuberculosis association 
that will meet at the Mayflower 
hotel from October 4 to 7. 

Arriving yesterday were Col. 5. 
Lvle Cummins, principal medical 
officer of the Welsh National Me- 
morial association, Cardiff, Wales; 
Dr. Lydia Rabinowitsch-Kempner, 
director of the tuberculosis depart- 
ment of the Moabit hospital, Berlin, 
Germany, who is the only woman 
directing such a department in Ger- 
many, and who was a professor in 
the Women’s Medical college in 
Philadelphia from 1896 to 1899, 
founding its bacteriological labora- 
tory; Dr. G. B. Roatta, director of 
dispensaries in Florence, Italy, who 
was the first one in his country to 
introduce sleeping porches for pa- 
tients: Dr. William Robinson, chair- 
man of the Socicty for the Preven- 
tion and Cure of Consumption 
in Durham county, England, ac- 
companied by his son, Dr. Victor 
P. Robinson, a house surgeon of 
the Royal Infirmary of Friedrich 
Muller, Munich, Germany; Dr. P. 
J. L. de Bloeme, Amsterdam, Hol- 
land; Prof. Vittorio Ascoli, of 
Rome, Italy, and Prof. Leon Ber- 
nard, of Paris, secretary general of 
the International union.

REAR ADMIRAL LAWS 
DEAD AT AGE OF 93 


Navy Officer Was Reinstated 
by Lincoln After Being 


Dismissed. 

Morristown, N. J., Sept. 25 (By 
A. P.).—Rear Admiral Elijah Laws, 
retired, ‘died today at his home 
here. He was 93 years old and re- 
tired in 1895. 

In 1906 he was advanced to the 
rank of rear awYmiral and given a 
medal for his services during the 
civil war. 

He was a native of Pennsylvania 
and was appointed a third assistant 
engineer in the navy in 1858. He 
held the rank of second assistant 
engineer during the civil war and 
was advanced to chief engineer in 
1870. Death occurred after an ill- 
ness of only a few days. 

He served in the frigate Pensa- 
cola with Rear Admiral Dewey 
when the latter was a midshipman, 
and at the time of Lincoln’s election 
as President. He was dismissed 
from the service for a minor of- 
fense, but was reinstated by Lin- 
coln. 

He contributed many articles to 
naval publications.

MANEUVERS PLANNED 


Week in May. 


MOVEMENTS OF VESSELS. 


Final plans for grand joint army 
and nuvy maneuvers in Naragan- 
gett bay, May 16-23, are being 


formed. The scouting fleet’s part 
in the maneuvers was approved 
yesterday, but details of the joint 
maneuvers will not be approved un- 
til after the arrival of Admiral 
Charlies F. Hughes, commander of 
the U. S. fleet, at the department 
about November 1. 

Battleships, light cruisers and 
destroyers will cooperate with the 
air squadrons of the scouting fleet 
in tactical and gunnery exercises in 
the Guantanamo area during Jan- 
uary and February; sailing from 
home ports January 5, via Hamp- 
ton Roads, for southern waters and 
returning with the vessels of the 
battle fleet from the Pacific to New 
York, April 23, 1927, both fleets 
holding tactical exercises en route. 

After tactical and gunnery ex- 
ercises are completed in southern 
waters, the fleet will be dispersed to 
Gulf and West Indian ports for 
liberty during the first two weeks 
of April. 

Three battleships of the scouting 
fleet, the Texas, Arkansas and Flori- 
da, will participate in the Cuban 
maneuver, but upon arrival at home 
ports will be overhauled for the 
midshipmen’s practice cruise, and 
will not participate in the joint 
army-navy maneuvers. 

The light cruiser divisions of the 
scouting fleet are scheduled to carry 
out the full program arranged for 
the fleet, and in addition to maneu- 
vers in southern waters will take 
part in the army-navy maneuvers 
during May. 

The U. 8S. S. Detroit will be de- 
tached from this division and will 
sail June 16 for Europe to become 
the flagship of the European forces, 
relieving the light cruiser Memphis. 

The destroyer squadron will par- 
ticipate in both maneuvers in south- 
ern waters and in the joint army 
and navy exercises with the excep- 
tion of one division. 

Three battleships, 8 light cruis- 
ers, 39 destroyers, 2 destroyer 
squadrons, 3 aircraft tenders and 
11 auxiliary ships with 60 planes 
will compose the scouting: fleet 
forces in the winter maneuvers. 


Archduchess May Ask 
Property of Orleans 


Vienna, Sept. 25 (By A. P.).— 
The death of the Duke of Orleans 
at Palermo, Sicily, last March, 
proved such a blow to his wife, 
Archduchess Maria Dorothea, that, 
despite the long estrangement of 
the couple, she fell ill and is now 
in a serious condition at her castle 
in Hungary. 

The archduchess is poor. She is 
being supported by her brother, 
Archduke Joseph, and her lawyer 
desires to fight the will of the Duke 
of Orleans, in which she was cut 
off from any of his property. .He 
believes she is entitled to the duke’s 
estate. Although living separately, 
they had never been divorced. 


Lisbon Raises Costa 
To Marshal’s Rank 


Lisbon, Sept. 25 (By A. P.).— 
Gen. Gomes da Costa, who led 
the army last May in the movement 
which brought about the present 
government, has been raised to the 
rank of marshal in recognition of 
his services to the country in past 
military campaigns. 

(Gen. Gomes da Costa late in 
May advanced on Lisbon from 
Braga at the head of an army corps. 
The revolt was successful and he 
became war minister in the new 
Cabecadas cabinet. On June 17 
he ousted the premier and assumed 
power himself, but his regime was 
brief. He was deposed by Gen. 
Carmona on July 9 and sent to the 
Azores, where he is at present.)

HUGE FRAUD IN PIGGERY 
S GHARGED BY FRENCH 


Investors Informed Their 
Porkers, in Care of the Pro- 
moters, Had Died. 


PARIS OFFICES RAIDED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, Sept. 25.—‘‘Pigs which 
isn’t pigs’’ was. a French discovery 
which made a fortune for a flour- 
ishing French concern which col- 
lapsed after four years of operations 
when police raided the headquar- 
ters, arresting the director, Georges 
Ramond, and three of his collabora- 
tors. 


The company, under the name 


“Porcherie Francaise’ or ‘‘French 
piggery,’’ maintained luxurious of- 
fices downtown in Paris advertis- 
ing “Own your pig. Your capital 
grows as your pig gets fat.” It 
used propaganda that the pig pur- 
chased was cared for at the com- 
pany’s expense and sold at the end 
of three months’ fattening process, 
netting profits of 25 to 30 per cent. 

The company sold thousanads of 
pigs in different ports of France, the 
subscriptions totaling close to 25,- 
000,000 francs ($695,000), the po- 
lice believe, 

The police when they raided the 
alleged far mheadquarters near St. 
Cloud, outside of Paris, found 180 
pigs, 70 of which were listed as the 
personal property of the director. 
It is the theory of the authorities 
that these were the only animals 
owned by the concern, and that they 
were sold and resold, some of them 
being credited to some fifteen or 
twenty owners. 

While some investors in the com- 
pany receive big returns, about a 
dozen out of fifteen investors re- 
ceived terse notices saying: 

“We regret to inférm you that 
your pig is dead.”’ 

These stockholders filing suit, 
were reimbursed, hushing up the 


scandal, but the police received too 


many protests,

When’ the late Charles Albert 
Coffin set out in the ’80s to sell 
electricity to the people, he was in- 
spired, according to his own words, 
by ‘‘a holy faith.’”’

In 1924, the pub- 
lic utility power plants alone pro- 
duced 60,000,000 thousand-kilo- 
watts. The number of customers 
served by the central stations was 
less than 2,000,000 in .1907, but 
nearly 13,000,000 in 1924. With 
insurance, electric current holds the 
rare distinction of escaping the 
postwar rise in prices. As com- 
pared with 1923, prices in 1924 
would show a perceptible decline.

when new. 
“There is no longer any more rea- 


set,’’ says Dr. Dellinger, ‘‘than there 
is in waiting to buy a good piano. 
While there doubtless will be occa- 
sional refinements in receiving 
equipment, these are not likely to 
affect appreciably the comparative 
value of the standard sets of today. 
Tubes, of course, will lose their ef- 
after from 1,000 to 2,000 
hours of use, but most of these can 
be reactivated at small cost. The 
set as a whole, however, will retain 
its efficiency and value indefinitely.”’ 

Dr. Dellinger’s conclusions as to 
the stability and permanent utility 
of standard present-day sets is re- 
gardéd as particularly important by 
the radio authorities of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who are plan- 
ning a wide extension of depart- 
mental radio services as a direct aid 
to agriculture. 

Many farmers, the department 
finds, have delayed the installation 
of radio equipment in the belief 
that sets installed before the in- 
dustry became stabilized and the 
science perfected soon would be an- 
tiquated and out of date and would 
either have to be junked or re- 
placed at considerable cost. With 
assurances from government 
sources that receiving equipment 
has been perfected and standard- 
ized so as to insure the permanent 
use and value of their sets, it is. be- 
lieved the installation of radio 
equipment on farms will be much 
more rapid. 

One great factor that is held to 
make for stability and longer life 
is the greater simplification in the 
new standard models. Typical of 
this is the new one dial set now be- 
ing built by A. Atwater Kent, in 
which the entire operation is con- 
fined to the movement of just one 
dial. The fewer dials and switches 
the operator has to move, the less 
likelihood that some delicate mech- 
anism will be thrown out of adjust- 
ment. At the same time, the syn- 
chronization accomplished, m e- 
chanically by the one dial is much 
more exact than the setting of a, 
number of combinations by hand.

Birds in Morocco Frequently 

Cause Short-Circuits by 
Touching Wires. 

The birds of the United States 

are not the only ones that manifest 


a fondness for electrical transmis- 


sion lines and cause line mainte- 
nance men to curse the ornitholog- 
ical kingdom, according to the Elec- 
trical World. Storks in. Morocco 
quickly discovered that the towers 
of the 60,000-volt line between Ca- 
sablanca and Raba furnished more 
stable foundations for nests than 
the trees and chimneys they were 
used to. 

Although the nests’ themselves 
made no trouble, the personal 
habits of the birds caused many in- 
sulator failures. The towers were 
finally provided with smooth sur- 
face shields on which the storks 
cloud find no footing and they con- 
tented themselves with the perches 
which were built adjacent to the 
line. 

In Switzerland the hawks quickly 
appreciated the value of the top of 
a pin-type.insulator on a high pole 
as an observation post for spying 
out their prey. The familiar falling 
swoop which characterizes these 
birds usually brought their wings 
across the two conductors and the 
results were disastrous to them- 
selves and highly annoying to the 
power companies. A ‘“‘cheveaux de 
frise’’ effect on the tops of the ih- 
sulators cured this condition.

Great Britain’s most enthusiastic

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, Sept. 25 (By A. P.).— 
Early advances on unfavorable weath- 
er reports and talk of a holding 
movement in the South, were follow- 
ed by reactions in the cotton market 
today. After selling up to 14.99, or 
21 points net higher and 45 points 
above tha low level of vesterday, De- 
cember eased off to 14.84 and closed 
at that figure compared with 14.78 at 
the close Friday. 

The general market closed easy, 
pet advances. of 2 to 9 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 15 to 27 points, and sold 
about 22 to 31 points net higher dur- 
ing the forenoon on covering and buy- 
38-|ing for a rally, promoted by rela- 
tiv Fas steady Liverpool cables, less 
favorable weather news and reports 
that Texas bankers propose to raise 
a fund of $100,000,000 to loan farm- 
ers on cotton withheld from market. 

Official predictions for frost to- 
night in northwestern sections of 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and Texas, be- 
ing the first of the season, no doubt 
stimulated demand to some extent, 
but after selling up to 14.79 for Oc- 
tober and 15.09 for January, the mar- 
ket turned easier. Evidently there 
was no general apprehension of kill- 
ing temperatures in the Southwest so 
early in the season, and as soon’ as 
demand from shorts SsSlackened the 
market seemed to lack particular 
support. The buyers yesterday were 
among the sellers late. There was 
also renewed hedging, selling the 
late trading. Closing prices were the 
lowest of the day, with October at 
14.63, and January at 14.9 

Reports that Texas bankers were 
intending to raise a large fund to 
assist in retiring a million bales of 
the crop from market, drew a great 
deal of attention, which local brok- 
ers said was one of the main factors 
on the early rally. 

Private cable advices. attributed 
the relative steadiness of Liverpool 
to covering with trade calling, and 
London, continental and Bombay buy- 
ing, but said Manchester was bearish 
and cloth buyers were acting cau- 
tiously.

Weather conditions 
an important factor in the grain 
market the week ending 
according to the 
grain market review of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Rain and snow in Canada 
in parts of the spring wheat 
of the United States retarded 
the marketing of spring wheat and 
damaged the quality of the 
grain in some sections. The quali- 
ty and receipts of other small 
grains were affected by unfavorable 
veather in the Central and North- 
western States. The ripening of 
the corn crop was further delayed 
and from lowa eastward through 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio a large 
percentage of the crop will require 
ten days to two weeks favorable 
weather to mature the crop. At 
the close of the week frost damage 
was threatened in the northern part 
of the corn belt. 

Foreign wheat markets were firm. 
October wheat prices at Liverpool 
advanced 1 cent for the week end- 
ing September 24, but prices at 
Buenos Aires declined about 1 cent 
for the same period.

As I say, there hasn’t been much 
real smart baseball played this 
vear. No one club stands ont. The 
catching in both leagues, particu- 
larly, has been bad. I wonder if the 
fans have noticed how few really 
good catchers there were in either 
league this season. 

We had a club in 1911 that stole 
something like 360 bases against 
some of the best catchers the game 
ever has known. These players 
were all fast and all good sliders. 
Against the general class of catch- 
ing I have seen this season that 
1911 club of ours could have stolen 
600 bases! 

The pitching has been bad in 
spots Where it was expected to be 
good. Many of the recognized stars 
like Vance and Johnson had the 
greatest difficulty in getting going. 
Quite a number of youngsters came 
up and they have carried a big 
share of the burden. One of the 
outstanding veterans is Grover Alex- 
ander.* Despite his years of serv- 
ice old Alex has toed the mark in 
every crisis.

OBODY except reorge 
Elm, Ellsworth H. Augustus 
and the handful of spectators 
who stood at the seventeenth green 
of the Baltusrol course on _ the 
morning of the first round of match 
play in the recent national ama- 
teur championship will ever know 
how narrowly Von Elm escaped 
elimination from the tournamen'. 

The seventeenth hole is: 578 
yards in length and is a par 5. It 
is an exceedingly difficult hole, not 
only on account of its length but 
because through the fairway and 
especially in front of the green 
there is a Sahara of traps. 

In the match play round between 
Von Elm and Augustus the players 
were all square on the seventeenth 
tee and both were on the green in 
3, both being some distance from 
the cup. In fact, as there was some 
question as to which ball was away, 
the referee measured the distance 
with the flagstaff, a pole about 8 
feet tall. 

Augustus’ ball was about 2 
away from the end of the pole laid 
down 
nearer the cup by about a foot. 
Both balls were more than 16 feet 


away. 
A straight up-hill putt, and 
he rammed the ball into 
the cup for a birdie 4. This 
left Von Elm a side-hill putt of 
almost equal distance to nego- 
tiate. If he missed it, he would 
be 1 down and would probably 
lose the match. 


UGUSTUS ; putted first, a 


He putted carefully and a second 
later saw the ball also drop in the 
cup for another birdie 4 and a half. 
The eighteenth hole was halved, but 
Von Elm eventually .won on the 
nineteenth hole. 

As results demonstrated, the out- 
come of the tournament depended 
upon that one putt of Von Elm. If 
the ball had failed to drop, after 
Augustus had holed out, Von Elm 
would have been beaten, for the 
eighteenth hole was halved. Au- 
gustus, in all probability, would not 
have survived the semifinal round 
and Bobby Jones would still have 
been champion. 

Nothing could better illustrate 
the value of running down a putt 
at a critical time than the above ex- 
perience of Von Elm and Augustus 
on the seventeenth green. 

If “Chick” Evans. could have 
putted during his round with Bobby 
Jones with anything like reasonable 
success he would have eliminated 
his opponent, for he missed at least 
four putts that were not over 5 or 
6 feet which would have given him 
a win ora half. While this is true, 
and while Von Elm certainly putted 
better than Jones, the play during 
the tournament also demonstrated 
the vaJue of using irons with accu- 
racy as to distance and direction. 


ONES after the struggle 
ei was over, remarked to the 

writer that the decisive 
factor in the result was Von 
Elm’s “middle shots,” that is, 
the shots which came in be- 
tween the drive and the time 
that the putter was taken in 
hand. Jones ts usually unbeat- 
able in playing these shots but | 
in the final round he more than 
met his match. 

It was a good thing that Jones 
played 36 holes after being 1 down 
at the.end of the first 18 holes in 
his match with Von Elm. -If the

Entirely disregarding President Cool- 
idge’s intimation that the fifth world 
court reservation must be accepted un- 
conditionally if the United States is to 
become a party to the court protocol, the 
nations assembled at Geneva have 
adopted a formula which each of them 
is asked to propose separately to the 
United States. It reads as follows: 


Should the United States offer objec- 
tion to an advisory opinion being given by 
the court at the request of either the 
council or the assembly concerning a dis- 
pute to which the United States is not a 
party or concerning the question of any 
dispute between states, the court will 
attribute to such objections the same force 
and effect as attach to a vote against 
asking for an opinion given by a member 
of the league of nations either in the 
assembly or the council. 


This is nothing but a “gold brick.” It 
is an insult to the intelligence of the 
United States. 

The Senate’s fifth reservation provides 
that the court shall not entertain a re- 


quest for an advisory opinion without-| 


the consent of the United States on any 
question or dispute in which the United 
States has or claims an interest. The 
United States is to determine whether it 
has an interest in any question; but even 
if its interest is doubtful, the mere claim 
of interest debars the court from giving 
an advisory opinion on the question. 
But the formula adopted at Geneva gives 
the court the right to determine whether 
the United States is interested or not; 
and if it should determine that the 
United States is not a party to a dispute, 
or if the question concerns a dispute be¢ 
tween states, the court has the power to 
disregard the objection of the United 
States. 

Thus, in the very act of pretending to 
accept the American safeguard; the na- 
tions belonging to the league are trying 
to induce the United States to agree that 
the league council, despite an objection 
from this country, may consult the court 
on questions and disputes vitally concern- 
ing the United States! 

Nations belonging to the league may 
be parties to a dispute with the United 
States which might lead to war unless 
the United States should buy a pusillani- 
mous peace by surrendering to the league 
of nations supervision over a vital Amer- 
ican interest, such as control over immi- 
gration, assertion of the Monroe doctrine, 
collection of the war debts or the main- 
tenance of the protective tariff against 
foreign goods manufactured by pauper- 
ized labor. 

Is the United States so devoted to peace 
that it will buy it at any price? 

Has the United States lost its determi- 
nation to guard its own rights? Has it 
reached the point where it is convinced 
that a foreign league can judge ‘better 
than itself what its interests are?.... 

If so, the President and the Senate. will 
accept the proposal formulated. at Ge- 
neva. If not, the proposal will ge rejected. 

If any nation signatory to the court 
protocol should reply according to the 
Geneva formula, it will be the duty of the 
President to withhold his ratification of 
the world court protocol, because the 


Geneva proposal nullifies the Senate’s

CYNTHY BROWN. 


Cynthy Brown was born a slave, and 
before President Lincoln’s proclamation 
get Cynthy free she had married. Her 
tong gr pr ag the bases army, and 
when he died ‘was granted a pension. 
But some officious friend informed 
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Mathew and Cynthy Brown that the mar- 

riage of the days of bondage would not 
hold and that they had better get spliced 
over again. - So, in all good faith and 
devotion, they were remarried in 1872. 

The record of that ceremony was the 
guide for the pension office when it con- 
sidered Cynthy’s application for the in- 
crease to $50 per month allowed to 
widows of soldiers of the civil war who 
were married during their husbands’ 
service with the army. Under this rule 
Cynthy’s application was denied. But 
Senator Shipstead, of Minnesota, in 
which State the widow now resides, dug 
up the record of the marriage during the 
slavery of the “high contracting parties.” 
The pension office saw a new light, and 
now Cynthy is the beneficiary of the act 
of Congress to the extent of an additional 
$20 per month. 

If there is any lesson in this true story 
it must be that everybody concerned was 
trying to do the right thing—the offi- 
cious friend, Mathew, Cynthy, the pen- 
sion office, Congress and Senator Ship- 
stead—but officious friends had better 
be careful when they give advice regard- 
ing marriage. 


THE GERMAN-FRENCH ACCORD. 


Are Americans to be asked to finance 
the accord between France and Germany ? 

The plans evolved by Messrs. Briand 
and Stresemann at their little tete-a-tete 
at Thiory are now under consideration 
by the French and German cabinets. De- 
tails of the scheme are not officially pub- 
lished, but the general terms are known. 
France is to withdraw her troops from 
the Rhineland, and the Sarre basin is to 
be turned over to Germany; the mines 
in the basin are to be paid for at once by 
Germany out of the proceeds of a bond 
issue secured by the German railways; 
and the two governments are to facilitate 
the association of French and German 
iron, steel and coal concerns. 

M. Briand hopes that by the time par- 
liament meets next month he can present 
a perfected scheme whereby France is to 
receive the proceeds of about $500,000,000 
worth of German railway bonds, to be

Thus, reduced to its simplest form, the 
plan contemplates the lending of money 
by Americans and Britons to Germany 
to be used for facilitating liquidation of 
German reparations and France’s debts 
to Britain dnd the United States. Ger- 
many and France are virtually proposing 
to America and England: “Lend us the 
money and we will pay our debts.” 

If the only question involved in this 
plan were the value and assured earnings 
of the German railroads serving as the 
basis of the proposed loan, it might be 
that the United States government would 
not interpose an objection to the flotation 
of a large share of the bonds in this 
country. But many other factors must 
be considered. 

In the first place, the bonds are payable 
in marks and not in dollars, and they 
bear only 5 per cent interest. Assuming 
that the government would have no ob- 
jection to the flotation of the bonds, 
would Americans buy them? And if so, 
at what price? With an abundance of 
opportunity for investment in American 
enterprises possessing greater security 
and yielding better returns; why should

German and Belgian steel products are

It is inconceivable that the 
State Department will sanction the flota- 
tion of German railway bonds in this 
country, as'a means of facilitating the 
debt settlement, without first making 
sure that the French parliament will rati- 
fy the agreement. Who can give that 
assurance? . The French cabinet can not 
give it, for one cabinet after another has 
been knocked out for attempting to com- 
mit France to payment of the debt to the 
United States. 


CHILE’S MISTAKEN POLICY. 


The vicious attack upon Ambassador 
Collier by El Mercurio, of Santiago, will 
have no effect upon the policy of the 
United States in persisting in the effort 
to bring about a just settlement of the 
Tacna-Arica dispute. The newspaper re- 
flects merely the attitude of its pro- 
prietor, Mr. Agustin Edwards, who rep- 
resented Chile on the plebiscitary com- 
mission, and whose refusal to support the 
commission’s plans for a fair plebiscite 
resulted in the stinging rebuke adminis- 
tered by Gen. Lassiter when he declared 
that Chile’s obstructive tactics had made 
a plebiscite impossible. The public opin- 
ion of all South America, as well as that 
of the United States, approved of Gen. 
Lassiter’s stand. 

The suggestion that Ambassador Col- 
lier is responsible for the awkward situ- 
ation in which Chile finds itself is absurd, 
and no one knows this better than Mr. 
Edwards. Presumably the proprietor of 
El Mercurio is anxious to impress the 
Chilean public with the intensity of his 
patriotism, in order that he may be re- 
warded with political honors. | 
_ The clash of opinions in the Chilean 
cabinet has made a settlement of the 
Tacna-Arica dispute extremely difficult, 
and in the meantime Chile’s greater in- 
terests are injured. While Peru recently 
obtained a loan for. $16,000,000 on favor- 
able terms, it is reported that Chile’s 
plans for obtaining relief from -pressing 
financial difficulties are not meeting with 
success. A short-time loan. of $10,000,- 
000 was obtained from bankers who ad- 
vanced the money themselves, at a 
profitable discount. But Chile needs a 
great deal more, which should be repay- 
able by long-term bonds. Whether Chile 
was advised by bankers to wait until the 
Tacna-Arica dispute was settled before 
seeking a loan, or whether divisions in 
the cabinet have forced a postponement 
of the matter, is not disclosed; but it is 
obvious that Chile’s financial and political 
prestige would be greatly enhanced if the 
mistaken policy concerning Tacna and 
Arica were abandoned. 

A fair and just settlement of the 
Tacna-Arica dispute is indispensable if 
Chile is not to lose more than the terri- 
tory is worth.

THE TAX ON TEAMWORK. 


It is quite probable that the next tax 
reduction measure favored by the Treas- 
ury will be directed toward relieving cor- 
porations. They are more heavily taxed 
than individuals, proportionately, al- 
though corporations are made up of indi- 
viduals. Unnecessarily heavy Federal 
taxes on corpérations tend to retard pro- 
duction and decrease the amount of tax- 
able property. 

When the United States entered the 
war the need of large revenues justified 
heavy taxes, but the temptation was to 
make them so heavy as to amount almost 
to confiscation. The revenue act of 1918, 
the highest in the history of the country, 
bore an income tax rate of 10 per cent 
on corporations, plus the excess profits 
tax. In the revenug act of 1921 this 
excess profits tax was dropped, but the 
income tax on corporations was increased 
to 12% per cent. The revenue act of 
1924 retained the corporation tax of 
1921. The revenue act of 1926 repealed 
the capital stock tax on corporations and 
increased the income tax to 13 per cent 
for 1925 and 13% per cent thereafter. 

In 1921 over 185,000 corporations, or 
about 52 per cent of the total, reported 
no net income. In 1922 over 170,000 cor- 
porations, or about 45 per cent, reported 
no net income; and in 1928 over 165,000 
corporations, or about 42 per cent, re- 
ported no net income. Heavy taxation 


was largely responsible for this large per- 


centage of corporations reporting no net 
income. Reduction of Federal taxes will. 
increase sources of revenue by enabling 
more corporations to earn taxable 

Collections of Federal. corporate ta 
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increased from $2,838,000,000 in 1918 to 
$3,956,000,000 in 1920. They dropped to 
$3,228,000,000 in 1921, and to $1,761,- 
000,000 in 1925. The collections for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1925, avail- 
able soon, will probably be something 
like $1,500,000,000. Collections of Fed- 
eral taxes from American corporations 
from 1918, inclusive, total more than 
$21,000,000,000—a stupendous sum. 

As soon as the conditions of the Treas- 
ury will warrant, and as soon as any tax 
reduction measure is approved by the 
Treasury, it is intimated that reduction 
of taxes on corporations will probably 
be recommended. The corporations of 
the country have borne the brunt of the 
income and profits taxes ever since 1918, 
when the first war revenue law was 
enacted. 

The industrial prosperity of the coun- 
try depends largely upon the incomes of 
aggregated capital. Relief from_exces- 
sive Federal taxation would not only do 
justice to individual stockholders, but 
would encourage capital to engage in vast 
enterprises that can be handled only by 
teamwork, in which thousands of indi- 
viduals gain a living. There should be 
no discriminating tax against Americans 
merely because they do teamwork in 
corporations. 


“DISTRICT DAY.”

SAVING THE MALL. 

A practical plan under which the Mall 
can be preserved and future encroach- 
ment of buildings thereon prevented kas 
been laid before the building commission 
by Secretary Mellon. The Secretary be- 
lieves that the completion of the $50,000,- 
000 public building program authorized 
by Congress should be predicated upon 
early possession by the government of all 
private property between the Mall and 
Pennsylvania avenue. If the _ special 
study now under way shows the neces- 


sity of such action Mr. Mellon will give 
it his support. In that event it is more 
than probable that President Coolidge 


‘ will get behind the plan. 


Congress provided that the buildings 
authorized should be located south of 
Pennsylvania avenue, but in the law there 
is nowhere any inference that Congress 
intended that the Mall should be utilized 
as building sites. A measure having the 
indorsement of the public buildings, fine 
arts and national park and planning com- 
missions, and the approval of cabinet 
officers, will be submitted to Congress 
asking authority to use so much of the 
total appropriation as may be necessary 
to purchase the squares not already 
owned by the government. There should 
be no doubt about the attitude of Con- 
gress on this proposition. Then the work 
of beautifying the Capital, the selection 
of appropriate sites and the erection of 
the new public buildings can proceed as 
part of a harmonious program. 

For long years there has been a senti- 
ment in Washington favoring ownership 
of the triangle between Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and the Mall] for public buildings. 
There is a very firm conviction on the 
part of the re8idents of Washington that 
the territory of the Mall itself should not 
be infringed, no matter what pretext for 
its occupancy may be advanced. Once in 
a while the municipal government of the 
city of New York proposes to place some 
public building in Central park, but every 
time the voice of the people has been 
raised in effective protest. 

The Mall belongs to tlie people. It was 
never designed to be a site for buildings, 
but was created for the very purpose of

A special contributor to the London 
Times Waxes violently but virtuously in- 
dignant with an unnamed New York 


critic for suggesting that it is a “very 


‘| awful present-day British habit” to de- 
| scend 


to “mild Lamb-like papers.” 
Gravamen is added to the original of- 
fense by the implication, or, to put it 
more correctly, by the direct statement, 
that the concoction of such essays is not 
a unique hall-mark of contemporary 
British literature, but that it has been 
going on for years, because it is in the 


Lamb-like way that “Englishmen have. 


been writing ever since they laid poor 
Elia in his final resting place.”’ 

The objection of the Times contributor 
is well taken, for Charles Lamb is sui 
generis, and no writer of his exact type 
has arisen in England or elsewhere since 
Elia strayed to Mackery End in Hertford- 
shire, or painted his pathetic picture of 
the “Dream Children,” or evolved the 
extraordinary, laughter-provoking pro- 
pensities and performances of Ho-Ti in 
his quest for more and still more roast 
pig. “Within that circle none durst 
walk but he,” and, as the Times man 
well says, neither Charles Lamb. nor 
even Charley Lambkins have been seen, 
or are to be seen, disporting themselves 
in any numbers in the literary field. 

The New Yorker and the Londoner 
agree on one point only, namely, in say- 
ing that “mild” is a proper epithet to 
apply to Lamb. Yet, in his own lifetime, 


‘Lamb fiercely resented the appellation 


” 


of “gentle,” which certain of his friends 
pinned upon him, and suggested a long 
list of adjectives, some of them uncouth 
enough, which would more aptly describe 
him in his manner as he was and as he 
certainly thought -himself to be. Pos- 
terity has, however, discarded the essay- 
ist’s own estimate, and looks upon him as 
the gentle Elia or the mild Charles Lamb. 

The writer to the Times is doubtless 
correct when he asserts that Englishmen 
can not help wincing when told of their 
“owful habit” of writing after the fashion 
of Lamb, and he assuredly has the right 
idea when he says that Elia’s name is a 
magic talisman to bring them to their 
feet and to the salute, and that they 
cherish his memory and do not like to 
hear the profane gibe at it. “It seems 
to us,” he says, “not only indecent but 


absurd to speak of later generations — 
writing like Lamb. . . . So genuine and 
original a being is not to be imitated, —

AMY HALTS WORK 
OF MODIFYING CASE 


FOR 50 CARTRIDGES | 


Expense of Changes in Gun 
Equipment Prompts Effort 
to Retain Model. 


EXPERIMENTS WILL TEST 
LIGHTER BULLET TYPE 


New Barrel Jackets for Alr- 
craft Armament Designed 
to Protect Gunner. 


Development of a new caliber .50 
cartridge case has been suspended 
by the army ordnance department 
pending results of firing with the 
present case and a lighter caliber 
.60 bullet weighing approximately 
750 grains. Because of the great 
expense involved in changing the 
barrels and possibly parts of the 
feed mechanism of guns now in 
service, and the cost of the experi- 
mental work in connection with de- 
velopment of a modified cartridge 
case, every effort will be made to 
use the present case, if satisfactory 
results can be obtained by the use 
of a lighter bullet or powders of 
greater efficiency. 

On account of the difficulty of 
grouping tracer ammunition with 
armor-piercing ammunition, loaded 
to its present velocity on the 1,000- 
yard target, a tentative program is 
being laid out to shorten the tracer 
bullet so that the two bullets can be 
grouped together without reducing 
the velocity of the armor-plercing 
ammunition. It is not thought, 
however, that much advantage will 
be gained by this, inasmuch as the 
trajectories of the two bullets are 
quite different, and at intermediate 
ranges this difference would cause 
misses on the target, if the armor- 
piercing ammunition were given the 
same sight-setting as the tracer. 


Special Primer Powder. 


A heavily coated special powder 
has been received by the ordnance 
department, and it will be used 
primarily to determine which type 
of primer gives the best ignition. 
Caliber .30 cartridge cases now are 
being manufactured for four types 
of primers. 

Two experimental-type barrel-. 
jackets have been delivered to Mc- 
Cook field, Ohio, for test by the air 
corps, one for the caliber .30 ajir- 
craft gun and one for the caliber 
.60. These jackets are of the usual 
type, except that baffle-plates have 
been inserted on the inside of the 
jacket near the muzzle end. The 
plates are intended to prevent 
particles of carbon and residue from 
blowing back from the front barrel- 
bearing and striking the gunner’s 
hands and face. 

Satisfactory progress is being 
made in the construction of two ex- 
perimental caliber .30 aircraft ma- 
chine guns for both synchronized 
and flexible use, which may be fed 
from either the right or left hand 
sides. It is expected that these 
guns will be ready for preliminary 
tests before the end of this calendar 
year. 


NEW ARMY PERSONNEL 
SECTION LESSENS WORK 


Results of the activities of the 
board that sometime ago made 
recommendations for simplification 
of the methods of keeping records 
of army organizations, already are 
manifest. With the institution of 
a personnel section in every post 
and regimental headquarters, com- 
pany, troop and  0battery com- 
manders are relieved of the task of 
handling and preparing many re- 
ports, returns and personnel 
records, and more time is available 
to be devoted to individual and 
tactical training of their commands. 

The personnel section is under 
the direct supervision of the per- 
sonnel adjutant, and it is composed 
of warrant officers, noncommission- 
ed officers, and clerks specially 
qualified for this class of duty. In 
each personnel section, a school for 
clerks ‘will ‘be maintained with a 
view to instructing selected non- 
commissioned officers and privates 
in the duties that pertain to it. 


The greater portion of the paper 
work relating to a company is taken 
over by the personnel section, leav- 
ing only the company morning re- 
port, daily sick report, duty roster, 
individual equipment record, diary, 
soldiers’ personal record, company 
council book, memorandum receipts, 
horse record cards, company orders, 
and history of service with the com- 
pany. This removes a mass of pa- 
per work that heretofore has clut- 
tered up company orderly rooms 
and consumed a large part of the 
time of company commanders. 

Correspondence addressed _ to 
company commanders also will be 
taken care of ly the personnel sec- 
tion. The neewssary information 
covering such papers will be obtain- 
ed by personal interview of informal 
memorandum. Similarly, when any 
action is taken by company com- 
manders with respect to personnel 
work that should be recorded an in- 
formal report will be made to the 
personnel section for record. This 
system is quite a departure from the 
methods of administration hereto- 
fore prevailing.

CAVALRY TROOPS PICKED 
FOR GOODRICH CONTEST 


Following announcement several] 
weeks ago by Maj. Gen. Herbert B. 
Crosby, chief of cavalry, of an an- 
nual competitive test of cavalry 
troops in the regular army for the 
s0-called Goodrich trophy, donated 
by a person interested in the mount- 
ed activities of the army, regimental] 
commanders have designated troops 
to represent their organizations. 


These designations are as fol- 
lows: First cavalry, Troop C; Sec- 
ond cavalry, Troop F; Third cavalry, 
Troop F, at Fort Myer, and Troop 
B, at Fort Ethan Allen; Fourth 
cavalry, Troop F, Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell and Troop B, Fort Meade; Fifth 
cavalry, Troop A; Sixth cavalry, 
Troop C; Tenth cavalry, Troop F; 
Twelfth cavalry, Troop C; Thir- 
teenth cavalry, Troop A, and Four- 
teenth cavalry, Troop F, Fort Des 
Moines, and Troop A, Fort Sheri- 
dan. For various reasons, the Sev- 
enth, Eighth and Ninth regiments 
will not be represented in the com- 
petition this year. 

The scope of the test, which is to 
be concluded by October 15, is wide, 
and it involves competitions illus- 
trating the chief characteristics of 
the cavalry arm. Every troop will 
be rated by a board of three officers 
on mobility, proficiency in combat 
firing, capacity for shock action and 
interior economy, which will call for 
the most expert use of the cavalry- 
man’s rifle, pistol, saber, horse and 
equipment. The conditions of the 
competition are such that a troop 
stationed at a far-away place has 
equal chances with those more com- 
fortably located in large garrisons. 

The rating sheets made up by 
the boards observing the perform- 
ances of every troop, will be for- 
warded to the chief of cavalry, and 
he will award the tmophy to the 
troop shown by that rating to have 
attained the highest figure of merit. 
As this is the first year of the test, 
the boards have been instructed to 
make recommendations as to 
changes in methods and conditions 
of conducting the competition that 
advantageously may be made for the 
competition of later years.

The American chess public once 
more owes a vote of thanks to the 
presses of the American Chess Bul- 
letin. Under the title of ‘“‘The Pan- 
American Chess Tournament of 
1926,’’ Hermann Helms has _ re- 
leased one of the neatest, most 
compact and worth-while little 
volumes that it has been our good 
fortune to peruse for some time. 
A short summary of its contents 
might perhaps not be amiss. 

In a short introductory preface, 
Helms states that no apology is 
necessary for the publication of a 
book containing the games of such 
well-known masters as Capablanca, 
Marshall, Maroczy, Kupchik and 
Lasker in competitive tournament 
play. After reading the book 
through to completion, one myst 
agree whole-heartedly with the pub- 
lisher. 

An interesting 
tournament play 
given by Nobert L. Lederer, the 
tournament director. This is fol- 
lowed by a review of the openings 
written by C. S. Howell, which will 
prove absorbing to a degree to the 
student. Howell also acted as an- 
notator of the games and the suc- 
cess of the work must be attributed 
in a large measure to his excellent 
efforts. The conversational and 
personal style of the notes goes far 
toward making the reader appreci- 
ate the games to an extent that his 
own efforts could in all probability 
not hope to achieve. The Capa- 
blanca-Lasker game, which appears 
elsewhere in this column, is taken, 
along with the notes, from the 
book. The reader may judge for 
himself as to the book’s worth from 
this one specimen. 

Added features are the various box 
scores Summarizing the play day- 
by-day and biographical sketches 
of each of the participants and of 
the annotator. The volume is pro- 
fusely illustrated with cuts of the 
masters both at the board and 
_ others showing them partaking of 
other forms of amusement than 
chess—-which last, of course, was 
work for them. At least one dia- 
£ram in each game is given which 
may be used as a reference for the 
more complicated positions. 

In our humble opinion the resume 
contained in the ‘‘Pan-American 
Tournament of 1926” is decidedly 
worth while and will form a neces- 
sary part to any collection of tour- 
nament books. Those interested 
may obtain copies direct from Mr. 
Helms, in care of the American 
Chess Bulletin, 150 Nassau street, 
New York city. The nominal prices, 
$1 for paper bound edition and 
$1.50 for the cloth, place the book 
within ready reach of the student.

Carpenters Only Obstacle in Way of National Awards 
Board to Peace Between Building 
Organizations, Report Declares. 


End of all strikes between unions 
in the building industry through the 
national board for jurisdictional 
awards is predicted in the report 
of a joint committee of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects and the 
American engineering council. The 
Carpenters’ union,_it was declared, 
is the only obstacle to speedy and 


| permanent peace. 


The:carpenters are termed the 


crux of the whole situation, the re- 
| port saying: 


“Theirs is the only union that 


| has refused to abide by decisions of 


the board and to manifest a stub- 


'born attitude. 


“Because this is the largest 
union in the construction industry, 


the moral influence of its opposi- 
‘tion has caused other unions to be 


inclined to not yield as gracefully 


-as previously to decisions of the 
| board.’”’ 


An investigation by the archi- 


‘tects and engineers, it was asserted, 
ishows “really remarkable ac- 
complishments” in wiping out labor 


| dissensions since the board was or- 
ganized in 1919 as a five-party 
agreement under the chairmanship 
of E. J. Russell, of St. Louis, a 
member of the American Institute 


of of Architects. 


‘It is apparent from all informa- 
tion obtainable,’’ the report says, 
“even from the ranks of those who 
have looked askance on the work 
of the board, that its work has re- 
duced enormously the jurisdictional 
strikes and the economic losses as- 
sociated with them. It is stated on 
good authority that the decisions 
of the board have reduced by 85 to 
90 per cent the jurisdictional 
strikes in the building industry. 

‘“‘The economic gain due to this 
is estimated at many millions a 
vear. It is said that if the board 
continues to function, it is only a 
question of a few years until there

“It is certain the board would be 
willing to reopen the case, provided 
the Carpenters’ union gave assur- 
ance it would present its case fully 
at a hearing; and furthermore, that 
it would comply with any new de- 
cision the board might make. 

“it is felt’ that if by some prac- 
tical means the carpenters again 
could be brought into line, all ap- 
prehension as to the future useful- 
ness of the board would be dis- 
pelled. 

“The foregoing statement is not 
to be taken to mean the future 
work of the board will be null and 
void, but if the carpenters again 
should align themselves the work 
of the board would go forward 
more smoothly and the goal would 
come much more quickly—which is 
the final elimination of jurisdiction- 
la strikes.” 

The investigating committee rec- 
ommended the American Institute 
of Architects and the American en- 
gineering council continue support 
of the board. 

The governing bodies of both, 
it is announced, have approved the 
findings. Edward B. Lee, of Pitts- 
burgh, will eontinue to represent 
the architects on the board. Ru- 
dolph P. Miller, of New York, will 
represent the engineering council.

with other woods. ,To get the same 
products, with the same utilization, 
was the basis of my study and I had 
to eall in five other woods to secure 
what the Western lumbermen can 
get from Douglas fir, product for 
product. 

“For structural timbers, bridge 
timbers, stringers and ordinary con- 
struction,’’ he continued, ‘‘Douglas 
fir can meet any specification pass- 
ed by any other American wood. 
For doors, sash, and plywood it is 
the equal of white pine, so long at 


the top of the list among softwoods. 
For certain uses it is the equal of 
gum and for construction uses, ex- 
cept flooring, it is as good as oak.”’ 

Three other large-growing and 
useful woods are found in the same 
forests with Douglas fir. These are 
the Western red cedar, West coast 
hemlock and Sitka spruce. West- 
ern red cedar is the largest and 
finest of the American cedars, and 
it is much prized in the West for 
shingles and siding. Recent figures

showed that 80 per cent of the finest 
homes built in Seattle during the 
last year were roofed with heavy 
Western red cedar shingles. 
Americans Own Mills. 

West coast hemlock, another 
large tree, although smaller than 
the other giants of the Douglas fir 
forests, is one of the few woods 
that will not darken with age. It 
is used for. flooring and other pur- 
poses’ where light weight and 


strength are essential. Large quan-| 


tities of West coast hemlock are 
exported to Japan where it is high- 
ly prized as a building material 
because it contains practically no 
resin and is easy to work. 

Large mills and camps are need- 
ed to make lumber from the large 
Douglas fir trees. Some of the 
largest mills in the world are lo- 
cated in the Pacific Northwest. 
There are at least a half dozen 
which make 1,000,000 board feet 
of lumber every working day and 
there are several logging camps 
which turn out that much in the 
way of logs. Most of the larger 
Douglas fir mills are located either 
alongside of or close to harbors 

hich connect directly with the 

acific ocean. Large ocean-going 
vessels can be loaded directly from 
the docks of more than 100 of 
these big mills. Many of them can 
load a vessel with from 1,000,000 
to 4,000,000 feet in three or four 
eight-hour shifts. 

Mills and camps where Douglas 
fir, Sitka spruce, Western red cedar 
and West coast hemlock are logged 
and milled are owned and operated 
by Americans most of whom are 
several generation lumbermen and 
may of them come from Atlantic 
coast where their forefathers were 
lumbermen. The entire lumber 
district operates on an eight-hour 
day and pays the highest wages of 
any other lumber territory in the 
world. The lumber industry pays 
more than 60 per cent of the wages 
earned in Washington and Oregon 
aad it employes more than 100,000 
men.

tion. The cost of purchasing a home 
in a superior, location would be 
prohibitive to many, if not most, 
individugls, but when a number 
combine to buy it the cost is di- 
vided and is therefore within the 
means of each individual. No in- 
dividual residence can be construct- 
ed as economically as the units of 
an apartment building; the latter 
is a ‘‘wholesale’’ operation and the 
former a ‘‘retail’’ one. 


Analysis by Professor. 


Comparing a properly organized 
100 per cent cooperative apartment 
as an investment with renting an 
apartment, Elmer A. Claar, lecturer 
on real estate in Northwestern uni- 
versity, a noted authority, makes 
the following analysis: 

“The rent you pay divides itself 
into: 

a. Interest on money invested in 
land and building, including mort- 
gage and equity. 

b. Actual maintenance, together 
with depreciation. 

c. Actual operating cost, 
ing management. 

d. Wastage (call this unneces- 
Sary maintenance and operating ex- 
pense). This wastage is usually the 
result of excessive decorations and 
repairs due to carelessness and fre- 
quent shifting of tenants, and the 
rapid depreciation in some build- 
ings because they are constructed 
of cheap materials and poor work- 
manship for the speculative market. 

e. Acknowledged profit to the 
owner. 

f. The income tax the landlord 
has to pay on this profit. 

g. Allowance for vacancies and 
bad debts. 

h. Allowances for the 
getting tenants. 

“If you owned your own apart- 
ment under the 100 per cent plan, 
it would eliminate (f), (g) and (h) 
and reduce—yes, practically elimi- 
nate (d). This would increase (e), 
the profit of the landlord, but this 
is now enjoyed by you, the tenant- 
owner. An ordinary apartment 
house has proved to be a splendid 
investment, although it includes 
(f), (8), and (h), all of which are 
eliminated by the 100 per cent co- 
operative plan.’’

Value Keeps Increasing. 
In addition, Mr. Claar points out, 


that any increase in value of rent-} 


ed property results in increased 
rent, whereas with a cooperative 
owner it is reflected in the increased 
value of his holding. Also, he calls 
to attention that the stock of the 
cooperative corporation is non- 
dividend paying, the return being 
the rent saved, and the Treasury 
Department does not regard that as 
taxable income. 

While we usually reckon returns 
from investments in cash dividends 
there also are psychological returns 
which are just as concrete and cer- 
tain. In addition to the monetary 
return from investment in a coop- 
erative apartment home, one re- 
ceives such other returns. That uni- 
versal craving for a home is satis- 
fied; there is the feeling of stability, 
security and independence which 
home ownership gives; the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that your neighbors 
are of a more substantial class than 
in the. average rented building; the 
satisfaction of knowing that you 
“belong” to the community . in 
which you live, and that as a gen- 
eral proposition the homersowner is 
considered a more desirable neigh- 
bor and better citizen. 

From the strictly material stand- 
point again, it frequently occurs 
that residential neighborhoods dete- 
riorate in-value because one or two 
house owners sell or rent to unde- 
sirables. In a cooperative apart- 
ment none of the owners can sell or 
rent without the consent of the 
board of directors. 

Home ownership on the _ co- 
operative apartment plan in Wash- 
ington is an attractive, safe and 
sound investment. It places homes 
within the reach of the bulk of our 
population, which is composed of 
people who, because of heritage and 
inclination, have the home-owning 
urge and whose occupations’ make 
the apartment the convenient, com- 
fortable and desired type of resi- 
dence. 3 ‘

Appointment of Dr. C. Quangson| 
Young, third secretary of the! 
Chinese legation, as head of the | 
Chinese department of the school, | 
was announced yesterday. He suc-| 
ceeds Dr. Kwang-Lai Low, secretary | 
of the legation, who introduced | 
Chinese into the Georgetown curric- 
ulum but who recently was recalled 
by Peking. 

The school proposes to cover not 
only a reading and writing knowl- 
edge of the language, but some] 
appreciation of Chinese culture. | 


Although there is an impression | 
that Chinese is the most baffling of} 
languages, Dr. Young has. sys-| 
tematized a course which he says} 
will render it no more difficult than 
some of the other foreign languages. 
One of the greatest difficulties in 
connection with the language is 
the lack of a systematic alphabet, 
which has been overcome to some 
extent by the preparation of a 
kroup of characters which totals 
‘More than 5,000. 


Reduce Characters to 1,000. 


Modern Chinese-educators, how- 
ever, have succeeded in reducing 
this to. 1,000 characters. These 
characters have been used success- 
fully in educating illiterate Chinese, 
and methods used in Chinese 
schools will be followed at George- 
own.

Interest in Dentistry. 


Georgetown’'s medical and dental 
departments will open tomorrow, 
followed by the foreign service 
school October 1. By then the en- 
tire university will be in operation. 

Despite the fact that two years’ 
college work is required for admis- 
sion to the school of medicine and 
one year for the dental work, regis- 
trations this term are said to exceed 
those of last year.

The task of selecting a 
faculty of about 23 members has 
been in progress all summer. 

The dental school received an ex- 
oneration during the last week at 
the hands of the board of dental ex- 
aminers of the District of Columbia 
in respect to complaints concerning 
the effect on the standing of the 

' school, due to the “strike” of the 
dental faculty before the final ex- 
aminations last June. 

“Without concerning itself with 
the merits of the controversy,” the 
report said, ‘‘the board carefully 
considered the matter from the 
standpoint of its effect on the June, 
1926, graduates, but found no rea- 
son to exclude these graduates from 
its examination.’’

legal remedies, Dr. Putney; moot 
court law, Prof. Willett; review 
course, Prof. Willett; admiralty, 
Justice Robb; international law, 
Prof. Flournoy; medical jurispru- 
dence, Dr. Hickling; patent law, 
Prof. Robertson; Roman law, Judge 
Lobinger; Federal trade commis- 
sion, Prof. G. Robb; civil law, Judge 
Lobinger; jurisprudence and legal 
history, Dr. Putney, and canonical 
law, Dr. Sherman, 

Record-breaking enrollment is re- 
ported in the law school, both in 
the graduate and undergraduate de- 
partments. The school is preparing 
to handle one of the largest fresh- 
man classes in its history. 

Of particular interest are thé 
graduate courses in civil and 
Roman jaw. Many students from 
the Philippine islands, Porto Rico 
and Louisiana, in particular, are 
registering for these classes, for in 
these places a knowledge of civil 
law is required for admission to 
the bar, and successful practice 
without it is virtually impossible. 


Additions to Staff. 


The law school enters upon its 
new year with all the old members 
of the faculty returning to their 
posts and with certain notable addi- 
tions. The latter include Charles 
P. Sherman, former professor of 
law at Yale university law school, 
well known as a jurist and publi- 
cist. Dr. Sherman takes the pro- 
fessorship in canon law and modern 
church law. 

Another addition to the faculty 
is Thomas C. Havell, assistant 
commissioner of the general land 
office, who will be professor of land 
and mining law. 

Increasing enrollment has not 
been confined entirely to the law 
school, for registrations in the re- 
organized school of economics and 
government also are far in excess 
of those of previous years. The 
opening of the fall term finds the 
reorganization plan of Charles 
Pergler in full effect. Mr. Pergler 
is in charge of the school as its 
dean and is also filling the post as 
professor of government. 

Owing to the absence of Prof. 
Chekrezi, Mr. Pergler also will lec- 
ture this year on modern European 
history. 

Other new members of the fac- 
ulty of this branch of the university 
are William Boyd Craig, instructor 
in journalism and authorship, and 
Bernard A. Mayo, instructor in 
English history. 

The schedule of hours and classes 
for the coming term in the school 
of economics and government has 
been printed, and is available to 
students upon request. 

Dr. Ferdinand-Pelikan, editor of 
a Czech philosophical review, is in 
Washington as the guest of. Dean 
Pergler. Dr. Pelikan is the author 
of numerous works and treaties on 
philosophy and was one of the 
speakers at the sixth international] 
congress of philosophy at Harvard 
university, which closed its sessions 
last week.

FAY TODDLED 
INTO PART 


‘‘] began my stage career at the 
fairly early age of 6,’ declares 
Fay Bainter, whom the Messrs. 
Shubert ‘“$ill present in ‘‘First 
Love” at the Belasco theater dur- 
ing the current week. 

“It was out in Los’ Angeles, 
where I was born. I had taken 
part in pageants and other amateur 
entertainments and I can hardly 
recall a time when I was not on 
the stage. What I remember 
chiefly about my first stage work 
was that I had a lovely doll, which 
I was permitted to carry to the 
theater. 

“For nine years I remained with 
the Los Angeles stock company, or 
until I was 14 and too old for 
child parts. Then followed three 
years with stock companies in San 
Francisco, Seattle and Portland. 

‘“T made my first New York ap- 
pearance in 1912 in ‘The Rose of 
Panama’ and after that engage- 
ment I appeared in a play called 
‘The Bridal Path.’ 

‘‘Sometime later I was fortunate 
in obtaining a part with Mrs. Fiske 
in ‘Mrs. Bumpstead-Leigh.’ Fate 
seemed to smile on my efforts, for 
that great actress gave me the in- 
centive and advice that started me 
on my real career. I remember 
that she said to me: ‘Every time 
you go on the stage picture to 
yourself that you have the most 
beautiful clothes that ever a woman 
wore, that you are playing in the 
most important company in the 
world, and that every performance 
you give is your opening perform-

Blumenshein and Bert Phillips, 
fresh from the ateliers. of Paris, 
where they had painted French 
roads lined with poplars, ladies in 
negligee reclining on sumptuous 
divans, ladies gazing in mirrors or 
powdering their noses. These 
young artists were in dire need of 
fresh material, so they started out 
on a great adventure filled with 
youth and enthusiasm.

The United States, like Great 
Britain, has had its line of great 
clerics—-men who have stood out 
from their fellow preachers 
leaders in religious thought and’ 
action.

His wife, Julia 
Shelly Hodges, has written a fasci- 
nating story of him in ‘George 
Hodges” (The Century Co., New 
York).

News Notes of Books and Authors 


Thirty years ago Bill Nye, famous 
humorist, died at the age of 45 
years. In his short life he had 
written more than 3,000,000 pub- 
lished words, and was established 
as the highest-paid newspaper man 
in the country. 

John Dewey, great educator and 
philosopher, named_ Bill Nye “a 
great satirist—-no man has done 
more to expose pretense and super- 
stition.’’ He was hailed as ‘‘the 
Humorist Laureate of America.’’ 

An autobiography of Bill Nye, 
“Bill Nye: His Own Life Story,”’ 
continuity by Frank Wilson Nye, 
is announced for publication Sep- 
tember ‘24 by the Century Co. 

Brentano’s, Inc., who will pub- 
lish Phillips Russell’s new book, 
‘‘Benjamin Franklin, the First Civ- 
ilized American,”’ in the fall, an- 
nounce that it will set forth for 
the first time Franklin’s real rela- 
tions with the London ‘Hell Fire 
Club.’’

What is probably the greatest

Four 
photographs of Bobbie illustrate 
the story, which has the double dis- 
tinction of being not only the great- 
est ‘‘true’’ dog ‘story ever written 
but also of having one of the hap- 
piest endings on record. 

“The Breeze in the Moonlight’ 
(The Second Book of Genius) is one 
of the most ancient and celebrated 
novels of China. The literary oa

Toward 1750 Sir Thomas Percy, 
bishop of Dromore, discovered at 
Canton an old Portuguese manu- 
script giving a free translation of a 
quarter of the work. He translated 
it into English and from a Scot 
named Wilkinson, then living at 
Canton, obtained a rough sketch of 
the first three parts. 

The whole was published at Lon- 
don in 1761, under the title of “The 
Pleasing Union.” From ‘then on it 
was translated into both French and 
German, and later was recast in 
English by Davis and published in 
1829, as “The Fortunate Union,” 
which later edition was also trans- 
lated into French and published in 
Paris. The edition by M. Soulie de 
Morant is the first to be made di- 
rectly from Chinese fnto French, and 
he has preserved much of the origi- 
nal, including the sixteenth century 
illustrations by Ts’iou Yng (Che- 
cheou). The translation of his text 
into English has been made by H. 
Bedford-Jones and the book is now 
published for the first time in this 
country by G. P. Putnam’s Sons.

rado has begun installation of its 


second unit in the Valmont plant, 
and it will be ready for operation 
within 60 days. The first unit has 
a capacity of 20,000 kilowatts and 
the second 25.000 kilowatts. 
This second unit the 
steam turbine generator between 
the Mississippi river and the Pa- 
cific coast. Its largest singje cast- 
ing weighs 60 tons, which easily 
comes within the capacity of the 
company’s 100-ton electric crane 
that is part of the plant construc- 
tion. The generating units were 
built» by the General Electric Co. 
The great efficiency that has been 
reached in the Valmont plant of 
the Public Service Co. of Colorado, 
particularly through the use of pow- 
dered coal for’ steaming, has 
brought operating costs to an ex- 
tremely low level. The use of pow- 
dered coal allows boilers to run at 
about 200 per cent of their rated ca- 
pacity, and 80 per cent of the coal 
tonnage is converted 
heat, the 20 per cent loss consisting 
of ash, 5 per cent, and radiation 
and chimney gasses, 15 per cent.

The plant is the largest 
in the world, although a larger one 
is being installed in Texas, which 
will burn the lignite from that 
State. 

The electric current is generated 
at 13,000 volts and is stepped up 
to 100,000 volts for the transmis- 
sion line leading to Denver and 
44,000 volts for the transmission 
system distributing the current 
throughout northern Colorado. 

Lake Valmont, upon whose shore 
the plant is located and which fur- 
nishes the condensing water for 
steam turbines, hag an area of 127 
acres, or enough to care for four 
units similar to the present ones. 
Land is owned, however, and a 
damsite laid out, to increase this 
area to 600 acres, which will take 
care of the ten units that are con- 
templated in the ultimate scheme. 

The first step of economy in the 
use of powdered coal, according to 
the practice at the Valmont plant, 
is utilization of a grade of fuel 
heretofore largely waste, consisting 
of the dust and slack from the 
mines. 


Process of Powdering Coal. 


Before the coal is powdered, the 
discharged hot fumes from the boil- 
ers are passed through it, taking 
out the moisture. It is then ground 
in centrifugal mills of the Chilean 
type and lifted hy air pressure from 
fans to the distributing storage 
above the boilers. The mills each 
have a rated capacity of six tons 
per hour, but are actually grinding 
ten tons. 

The distribution to the combus- 
tion chambers of the boilers is by 
screw conveyor and air pressure, 
the air furnishing the necessary 
, oxygen. A stream of powdered 
coal one foot in diameter is: fed 
into the boilers at the rate of eight 
feet per minute. Within three feet 
after entering the combustion cham- 
ber the powdered coal is entirely 
incandescent and burns like gas. 
The temperature is 2,500 to 2,800 
degrees. 

The ash falls as a fine dust 
through the grates, which are inter- 
nally water-cooled to prevent the 
ash from vitrifying, but as this in- 
combustible waste represents only 
5 per cent of the original volume of 
coal, its disposal is negligible. The 
coal used is from the Frederick 
and Louisville mines, only a short 
distance away. The present con- 
sumption is 1% pounds per horse- 
power hour, representing 400 to 
500 tons daily.

The steam enters the’ turbine 
engines at a pressure of 3875 
pounds and a temperature of 680 
degrees, which is sufficient to melt 
solder. The exhaust is into a va- 
cuum of twenty-four inches, cor- 
rected to sea level, or within one 
inch of perfect vacuum. The feed 
water to the boilers is preheated 
to 260 degrees, under pressure. 
All free oxygen is removed from 
the water to prevent corrosion in 
the boilers. ; 

The condenser chamber of the 
turbine engine equipment contains 
six miles of one-inch brass tubing 
which circulates the cooling water, 
this entering at 70 degrees during 
the summer and discharging at 78 
to 80. The winter temperature is 
somewhat lower. Each unit uses 
40,000 gallons per minute, which 
is supplied by two 20,000 gallon 
pumps. 

The steam turbine travels 1,800 


revolutions per minute, giving the] 


periphery a speed of ten miles per 
minute. The turbine has ten lay- 
ers of stream buckets, each layer 
containing 300 buckets, or 3,000 
in all. 


Air Kept Free of Dust. 


The generator is cooled by a 
closed circuit of washed air, which 
circulates around the field and 
through the armature windings. As 
no fresh air is admitted, and as 
the air in use is thoroughly washed 
after each circuit, it is kept free of 
all dust that would injure the 
mechanism, This cooling keeps the 
generator temperature slightly low- 
er than the atmospheric tempera- 
ture. All oil used in the turbo- 
generator is also cooled and fil- 
tered and then pumped through the 
bearings again in continuous cir- 
euit. .

Two electric generators, each 
nominally rated at 90,000 kilowatts 
at 90 per cent power factor or 100,- 
000 kilowatts at unity: power factor, 
'to be driven by the two largest tan- 


| 


dem-compound turbines ever made, 
are being manufactured by the Gen- 
eral Electric the Southern 
California Edison Co. 

The armatures being built 
with special heavy construction so as 
to be gas-tight, for the possible fu- 
ture adoption of the new system 
of hydrogen cooling. The machines 
are also the first to combine a dou- 
ble-flow low-pressure end and four 
vertical condensers; with advan- 
tages of a simplified foundation and 
increased space for removal of con- 
denser tubes.

| The mineral wealth first seen by 
ithe explorer, Dr. Livingstone, in 
11866 and by Henry M. Stanley, who

lin the region, It is estimated that 
'47 per cent of the world’s water- 
power is in Africa and a large part 
‘of this is in the Congo basin, where 
| industrial activity is now growing 
feverish. 

| In Katanga, the southern section 
lof the Congo region, is a single 
'mining area measuring 50 by 200 
'miles in which are 134 copper 
lmines. A company controlling most 
of the operations has been shipping 
copper since 1911 and in 1924 had 
raised its output to 85,000 metric 
itons worth today about 7 cents a 
pound laid down in Europe. It Is 
prophesied the territory may some 
day be able to furnish a large share 
of the world’s copper at less cost 
than that of any mining area now 
known. 

Power Everywhere. 


The Katanga copper is a carbon- 
ate, the ore running from 7 to 20 
per cent copper content, much of 
it occurring in‘hills. Any hill in 
this region not covered by vegeta- 
tion is almost sure to be a copper 
hili. Coal, tin. cobalt, iron, gold, 
palladium, mica, nickel, manganese 
and uranium from which radium is 
produced are already mined to 
some extent. 

The abumdance of hydroelectric 
power in the territory is of greatest 
interest to the mining interests. Al- 
ready it is used in considerable volt 
ume and undoubtedly will be drawn 
upon more and more each year. 
The electrolytic process of securing 
the copper, with such cheap power, 
makes it possible for that 
from this land to be marketed in 
Europe in spite of the long haul to 
market. More direct and cheaper 
transportation is planned. 


Million-Horsepower Gorge. 


The largest water power now in 
process of development is at N’zilo 
gorge on the Lualaba river, which 
is one of the tributaries of the 
Congo. 
50 annual inches of rain fall within 
a six-months period it is necessary 
to erect dams in some instances to 
create great reservoirs. 
now in process of construction will 
equalize the flow of the Lualaba 


op 1,000,000 horsepower within 
miles of the N’zilo gorge. 
This power site is about 100 
miles from the nearest activity of 
the principal mining company in 
the Katanga and until electric cur- 
rent is carried across the 100 miles 
from the new development, steam 
stations are supplying power for 
mining and concentration of ores. 
A plant of about 13,000 horsepower 
has been running since 192Z90 but an 
additional generatirz unit of about 
6,500 horsepower has just gone 
into operation. The principal fuel 
used in these steam stations is 
wood. A railroad is now building 
from Lobita bay on the Atlantic 
eastward to tap this region. 
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$3,500,000 Pledged for Research. 


On the eve of a fall campaign to 
finish rolling up the National Re- 
search foundation fund of $20,000.,- 
000 directed by Herbert Hoover, 
Charles E. Hughes, Elihu Root and 
others, it has been made known at 
the New York offices of the Na- 
tional Research council that about 
$3,500,000 has already 
pledged. 
expended over a period of ten years 
in financing experiments in science 
and the arts. 


Red Seals Are Popular. 


Most seals in circuses and zoos 
are black, but a red seal is now be- 
coming known throughout the land. 
It is taking people down from fam- 
ily stepladders and making it easy 
for them to attach electrical appli- 
ances to service

tures. It is the national red geal 
plan for wiring homes so that re- 
ceptacles will always be handy and 
lighting fixtures plentiful and prop- 
erly located. 


Lighting of Store Windows. 


Spectacular store window displays 
often use strong beams of electric 
light from hidden sources to lay 
bands of brilliance across the scene. 
These are produced by ordinary 
lamps within bowl-shaped reflectors, 
but the light is ‘‘straightened’’ by 
a device made up of concentric tubes 
of thin metal mounted across the 
front of the reflector. 


Austria Imports Up. 


Austria now is importing Ameri- 
can electrical equipment and appa- 
ratus heavily. The biggest in- 
creases lately have been in tele- 
phone switchboards. In June the 
total value of switchboard imports 
was nearly $1,500,000.

Postal Officials to Install Streams 


900 Miles Long. 
A stream of revolving light, 900 


| miles long, will soon make it im- 


possible for air mail flyers ta get 
off the government routes. Ninety 
24-inch searchlights, each pointing 
upward and revolving on its base, 
are now being installed at 10-mile 
intervals over parts of seven mail 
routes to make them the best light- 
ed air course in the world. 

It is the plan of the government 
eventually to line every route in the 
country with similar beacons that 
inscribe great bright circles in the 
night sky when a mail plane is due. 
At present giant lamps are located 
at intervals of 25 miles and only a 
line of small flashers intervenes. 


Electricity Costs Decreasing. 


Electricity costs less year by year. 


A dollar in 1887 bought 111.5 can- 


plepower of electric light. As far 
back as 1922 the dollar’s purchas- 
ing power had advanced to 1,620 
candle power of light—an increase 
of fourteen fold. Since 1913 the 
cost of electricity has dropped more 
than 10 per cent, while nearly all 
other commodities have increased 
64 per cent. 


WILL SERVE MANY PLANTS 


EE 


A gigantic 208,000 kilowatt tur- 
bine generator set, practically three 
times larger than any turbine now 
in operation in this country and ap- 
proximately 40 per cent greater in 
capacity than any now being manu- 
factured, has been purchased by the 
State Line Generating Co. from the 
General Electric Co. It will be in- 
stalled as the first unit in what will 
ultimately be the world’s largest 
steam generating station, to be built 
on the Indiana side of the Indiana- 
Illinois State line on the shore of 
Lake Michigan. This station is ex- 
pected to increase its equipment un- 
til it eventually will be producing 
1,000,000 kilowatts of energy. 

The new station will be unusual 
in that it will serve as a producer 
and wholesaler of electricity, sup- 


plying energy for the interconnected 
power companies of the Chicago- 
Illinois-Indiana district. The board 
of directors includes the heads of 


'the various companies which will 


receive power from the station, in- 
cluding the Commonwealth Edison 
Co., the Public Service Co. of 
Northern Illinois, the Northern In- 
diana Public Service Co. and the 
Interstate Public Service Co. This 
plant, being installed in the inter- 
est of more economical power for 
industry, is another step marking 
the foresight of these operating 
companies in the application of the 
superpower principle.

Casual investigation reveals the 
last great era of bathing occurred 
during the period of Rome’s great- 
est grandeur, during the reigns of 
the Caesars. And by comparison, 
America’s dainty but small bath- 
rooms fade into insignificance. 
Rome’s great baths were public af- 
fairs where large numbers could 
bathe at the same time. In the 
magnificent baths of the Emperor 
Diocletian more than 3,000 could 
bathe at the same time. These 
baths were built of marble and 
stone and decorated by artists and 
sculptors. 

Curiously enough, though the 
United States has made strides in 
plumbing and heating, they are 
more in the direction of economy 
than efficiency. There virtually is 
nothing in the records of the 
Roman plumbers except that like 
all artisans, they were slaves. How- 
ever, it easily can be inferred from 
the vast numbers of baths through- 
out the empire and its colonies that 
Rome herself had more than 800 
such institutions, that the plumbing 
profession thrived alongside of en- 
gineering, and that its members 
must have been very efficient and 


for a cold plunge and a room where 
he could be oiled and rubbed. Only 
the very rich could afford the lux- 
ury of so many rooms for the bath, 
hence the almost universal public 
baths, which in time took on the 
character of a public athletic club 
and historically are listed under the 
caption “amusements.” 

Physicians, historians and wise 
ones in general all incline to the 
opinion that the craze for bathing 
is a sign of degeneracy and decay, 
but until United States bathing is 
listed as an amusement the people 
no doubt are safe for awhile from 
the fate that befell the Romans. 

However, for the sake of general 
culture and to minimize the Ameri- 
can tendency to- boast, let it be re- 
membered the Roman would have 
turned up his nose at our bath- 
rooms.

to have the value that is claimed 
for it, it will have our loyal and 
enthusiastic support. We will do 
more than that—we will make in- 
vestigations and studies of the pro- 
posed method, and endeavor by 
every means within our power to 
ascertain the value of the proposed 
system. Usgtil, however, we have 
more substantial evidence that the 
so-called open windew method of 


ventilation has any advantage over 
the mechanical system with respect 
to cost of imstallation, cost of op- 
eration, or results obtained, it is 
the duty of the members of this so- 
ciety to oppose any modification to 
existing laws on the subject. 


System Increases Costs. 


“The open-window method of 
ventilation, subject to the vagaries 
of wind and weather, and so hope- 
lessly beyond human control with 
respect to conditions of tempera- 
ture, humidity and air movement, 
and having no advantage in cost of 
installation or of operation over 
the mechanically designed system, 
appears to be a most uncertain ex- 
periment at best. 

“For generations before mechan- 
ical ventilation was established, the 
open-window. method was. con- 
demned bitterly by school authori- 
ties and by the medical profession, 
and, now that the problem has been 
met by the engineers, we are ex- 
pected to believe that the open win- 
dow, which failed so signally in the 
past, has suddenly acquired a vir- 
tue that it never before possessed 
and has become a cure-all for all of 
our ills. 

‘“‘At the present time the idea is 
thriving on lack of understanding 
of the methods recommended by its 
advocates. It is only the misguid- 
ed and misinformed individuals 
who are eagerly clutching at a 
phantom of economy that are being 
influenced to consider the subject 
seriously. 

“In this connection Perry West, 
in the admirable paper read by him 
at the recent annual meeting, clear- 
ly points out the fallacy of this idea. 
In addition toa substantial increase 
in the direct radiation surface re- 
quired, with its consequent effect 
on the size of pipes, risers, valves, 
labor, temperature control, pipe 
covering, boilers, &c., there must 
be added the cost of furnishing 
and installing window ventilators, 
as well as the cost of gravity ex- 
haust ducts, having an area of not 
less than 8 square feet for each 
room. If you can visualize the 
complications created by this item 
alone, you can understand the pos- 
sibility of a vastly increased cost, 
rather than a reduced one. 


Calls for Education. 


“Furthermore, the report of the 
New York State commission on ven- 
tilation, which has been made to 
form the basis of this agitation, ad- 
vises that the number of children 
in a classroom should not exceed 
31 to 39, according to age, a condi- 
tion. which would mean a tre- 
mendous additional expense, espe- 
cially in large cities. The report 
further states that it would be most 
unfortunate if its findings should be 
interpreted as a plea for the uni- 
form routine application of the sys- 
tem of window. ventilation and 
warns its readers that there will be 
many schools in which this method 
cannot be applied. Where there 
are noises and dirt oy odors from 
the street,*or when classrooms are 
markedly overcrowded, it does not 
recommend window ventilation. 

“It is the misinformation on the 

subject that is dangerous, and if the 
members of this society will inform 
themselves fully as to what open 
window ventilation is they will be in 
a position to refute some of the 
absurd ideas that are being broad- 
cast on the subject, 
“If they will take it upon them- 
selves to see that school boards and 
educators in their communities are 
fully and properly informed as to 
the conditions essential to success 
in the use of the open window 
method, they will find that school 
boards will not be too eager to 
adopt a system that conforms to no 
standards, produces no specific re- 
sults and saves no money.” ~~ 
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He/ shares all his meals with 
the dogs and at night wraps his 
sixteen-foot tartan plaid about 
them and himself and sleeps out 
under a tree. 

“Old Johnéon” is another. He’s 


a genial fellow in a Balmoral bon- 
net and tattered frock coat. He 
has a wealth of humor and is 
krfown to be a master of repartee. 
He has been on the road for 80 
years. 

Highland tramps, or ‘“‘tinkers’”’ 
as they are called around Rannoch 
Moor, speak the Gaelic language. 
They move in clans and are known 
by the family names which often 
go back for centuries. The oldest 
member of the clan is the chief 
and his word is law. They are 
strict sabbatarians and will - not 
even blow their bagpipes for alms 
on Sunday. 

One old woman who has been on 
the tramp in the western high- 
lands for 75 years boasts that she 
has never slept in a bed. She has 
brought up a family on the king’s 
highway and wears a wedding ring 
that has been handed down from 
mother to daughter in her clan for 
300 years. 

They have a jolly life. Every 
five or six miles along the road is 
a “‘tramp’s hotel’’—a barn or hut 
where they can rest for the night 
or find shelter from the storms. 
The highland farmers and shep- 
herds know .them by name and 
exchange greetings whenever they 
meet. 

Taxes and bank failures never 
worry them and at the end there 
is a tramp’s cemetery in Stirling- 
shire called “No Man’s Land.’’ 


THEY EXCHANGE JOKES 
0,000 MILES BY RADIO 


Camera Men, at World’s‘Far 
Ends, Continue Their 
Regular Talks. 


New York, Sept. 25 (By A. P.). 
The shrinkage of the world through 
the use of radio and telegraph has 
permitted two Pathe News camera- 


men to maintain anintimate friend- 
ship for seven years, although their 
work often kept them actually ‘a 
world apart.” 

This practice of the ‘‘buddies’’ 
only came to light recently when 
they were so far separated that 
their messages, serious and joking, 
had to be relayed through their 
home office. 

The men are Charles Charlton,

Okeh, 
except native bearers hurt, also 
one Boer hunter recovering in hos- 
pital. Leaving now, the Fiji, five 
days distant for elephant, rhino, 
hippo. Initiated member Wagogo 
tribe with technical right many 
wives as I wish. Bet you can not 
beat that with Eskimaux. Will 
swap you leopard skin for good fox 
pelt. Mann joins me regards Put- 
nam and bunch.” 

Soon after this message was re- 


layed Kellernean answered with the 


following one: 

‘Your wire great stuff but will 
stack herd of wild walrus against 
your rhinos any day. Narwhals, 
musk-ox, polar bear, caribou, seals 
all plentiful up here. No eskimo 
wives yet but Inyoughiteq offers let 
me adopt four children. Tempera- 
ture 28. Hope to be home next 
month and thaw out.” 

The men will meet each other in 
a temperate clime in the fall, re- 
maining until other difficult assign- 
vrents send them again on such

FOOD AND GROWTH OF 

CHILDREN. 

CCORDING to Dr. Mann, who 
A investigated for the British 

research council, the quality 
and quantity of food eaten influ- 
ences the rate of growth of chil- 
dren. The study was made on 600 
boys, ranging from 7 to 11 years of 
age and in weight from 45 to 65 
pounds. The probability is that the 
conclusions would apply to any 
group of healthy boys or girls. The 
children selected were healthy, 
rather stocky, English lads and av- 
erage free from diseases and de- 
fects. The experiment ran for four 
years. 

All of the boys were given a basic 
diet which was thought by Dr. Mann 
to be ample for growth. This diet 
contained 37.3 calories for each 
pound of weight, of the 45-pound 
boys. The basic diet of the 60- 
pounce boys contained 35.9 calories 
for each pound. The diets ranged 
from 1,679 to 2,154 calories daily. 

The British Medical Journal, in 
commenting on these diets, thought 
they contained too little fat and pro- 
teins and too much carbohydrates. 
The boys.were housed in fifteen to 
twenty houses, each holding 30 to 
35 boys. One group was fed the 
basic diet only. The average gain 
in weight for this group was 3.85 
pounds and in height, 1.84 inches. 

Another group had the basic diet 
plus one pint of fresh pasteurized 
milk daily. The average gain of 
these boys was: Weight, 6.95 
pounds; height, 3.85 inches. 

A third group was given the basic 
diet plus one and three-quarter 
cunces of butter. They averaged a 
gain of 6.3 pounds in weight, and 
2.22 inches in height. 

These boys who got either milk 
or butter, in addition to the basic 
diet, not only grew faster in weight 
and: height, but they were peppier, 
more vigorous generally, and with- 
stood infections better than any of 
the others. 

Another group got an amount of 
vegetable margarin about equal to 
the amount of butter given another 
group. They averaged a gain of 
5.21 in weight and 1.24 inches in 
height. 

Another group was given \% to 
34 ounce of watercress in addition 
to the basic diet. They gained 5.42 
pounds in weight and 1.7 inches in 
height.

The normal gain in weight of 
boys this age and size is 5.6 pounds 
a year. That is for children who 
are being well fed, and who are in 
good health. Measured by this 
standard the children on the basic 
diet were somewhat underfed. Like- 
wise the children who, in addition 
to the basic diet, got either sugar, 
easein, watercress or margarin. | 
However, the growth of those in the 
last two groups was practically up 
to standard. 

Incidentally, it was found that 
the rate of growth was faster in 
summer than in winter. This ap- 
plied to both weight and height.

Garnerin in 1797 the “Chute” Has 
Been Improved Until a Recent Dem- 
onstration Brought an Airplane 


Safely to Land

eae: HE last word in the develop- 


ment of the much heard-of 

art of parachuting has come 

with the invention of a giant 

parachute, 50 feet in diame- 
ter, which will bring the plane to 
which it is attached safely to earth in 
case the engine or controls become dis- 
abled. 

The huge ‘chute, built on the Rus- 
sell pattern and containing 2,466 square 
yards of highest quality silk, was dem- 
onstrated for the first time in flying 
history before a crowd of 25,000 peo- 
ple at Los Angeles less than a month 
ago. 

Pilot R. Carl Oelze, of the U. S. Na- 
val Reserve Air Force, flew the plane 
which was to mark a great step in 
aerial annals. When he had reached 
an altitude of 2,500 feet, he shut off the 
motor and pulled the parachute’s re- 
lease cord while sitting calmly in the 
cockpit, not knowing whether the ap- 
paratus would work or whether the ex- 
periment would end in a crash and 
death. 

It worked. The skillfully packed 
‘chute, stowed in a specially built com- 
partment in the tail of the fuselage, 
billowed out like a shining cloud and 
snapped completely open. he wires 
attaching it fore and aft to the plane 
hummed taut and the machine flat- 
tened out easily for its unusual jour- 
ney back to earth. 

With a slight crash, it landed three 
and a half miles from the starting 
point. Pilot Oelze wriggled from the 
cockpit and calmly climbed out to in- 
spect the damage. The plane’s under- 
carriage and lower wings were out’ of 
commission, and the longerons bruised, 
but the expensive motor and the rest 
of the plane were quite intact. 

The weight of the plane was 1,800 
pounds with pilot, according to B. F. 
Satterfield, of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, so the rate of descent—48 feet 
per second—was very satisfactory. 

Adding magnitude to the experiment, 
sixteen service planes roared accom- 
paniment as the demonstration ma- 
chine, looking like a freak cloud, set- 
tled toward the ground. 

¥ + $ ¥ 
OVERNMENT and civil air experts 
were elated at the experiment’s 
SUCCESS. 

But it is not generally known that 
the skill of which this successful ex- 
periment is the fruition had its incep- 
tion in the minds of dreamers who 
lived two centuries ago. Nor is it gen- 
erally known that the result of those 
dreams was first used by a Frenchman 
named Garnerin, who made the first 
parachute leap in history when only 
24 years old.

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During the time Americans were 
learning from friendly Indians how to 
make corn grow a bit better in the 
backwoods by inserting a terrible smell- 
ing fish head at the base of each stalk, 
the French were pottering right along 
with the parachute idea and by the 
time the Revolutionary War was over 
were quite advanced—for those days. 

Thus it was that the King of France 
and the proud lords and ladies of his 
court gathered at the park of Mous- 
seaux (now Monceau), near Paris, on a 
bright October day in 1797 to see some 
young fool break his neck by sailing up 
in a balloon and jumping out, depend- 
ing from something he called a “para- 
chute.” 

The “young fool” was a pioner aero- 
naut named Jacques Garnerin. He went 
up to a height of 2,000 feet as per 
schedule, while far below him he could 
see the royal banners floating in the 
sun. 

Then, grinning to himself and with 
a last French shrug, he looked to the 
harness over his shoulders and the pre-

of a grin left on his rather white face, 
he slowly settled to earth to receive 
the congratulations of the monarch, 
who later in the evening invited him in 
for a glass of wine and a hand of piquet 
as an honor due the first man ever to 
make such a leap. 

Garnerin later gathered much gold 
and honor making exhibition jumps in 
European capitals and retired many 
years after to a comfortable and well 
fed old age. His wife and daughter, 
Elisa, also took up the profession, the 
young lady being the first woman ever 
to jump, accomplishing the feat in 1815. 

Before any soaring enthusiast ever 
took the chance of such an unpleasant 
and undesirable death, however, bal- 
loonists used cats, dogs, anvils and 
dummies to test out their original and 
sometimes amazing ideas in parachutes. 
One brilliant aeronaut astonished the 
peaceful inhabitants of a little valley 
town by sending a scared sheep. into 
their midst. 

An unhappy pair of animals had the 
unwanted honor of parachuting four 
years before even the intrepid Garner- 
in underwent the experience. They 
were taken up to a great height by Jean 
Pierre Blanchard and unceremoniously 
dumped out to test his ’chute, despite 
their yowls of protest and fear. The 
same,method was adopted at first when 
parachuting was taken up in this coun- 
try a few years later.

FTER the war of 1812 and its at- 


tendant hurly-burly had passed 
over the American colonies, aeronauti- 
cal activity commenced in the United 
States. A black cat and a trembling, 
sullen dog were the first to make a par- 
achute drop here, being used by John 
Wise, a balloonist, to show Philadelphi- 
ans of 1837 that a living thing would 
not be killed in a descent via parachute. 
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Half a second after a flier jumps 
(above), before parachute opens. At 
right, a naval flier wearing the two 
parachutes used in training novices.

Wise himself was probably not en- 
tirely ready to make the drop at 
that time, for it was not until a 
year later that he made his first re- 
corded jump at Easton, Pa., and the 
second a few weeks later at Philadel- 
phia. His contraption was huge, un- 
wieldy and cranky, but it worked and 
aroused the wonder—and the money— 
of the populace, so he worried not a 
whit over its appearance. 

The exhibition parachuting done by 
Wise and many others who followed, in- 
cluding the nervy “Dad” Coughlin, was 


all from smoke, hot air or gas filled 


balloons. In some instances the buoy- 
ant globe was exploded in the air and 
the man in the case would then float 
down under the expanded balloon case, 
previously cunningly arranged to auto- 
matically form into a parachute upon 
being disinflated. No jumps were made 
from heavier-than-air craft until 1912, 
of which there are any records—the 
famous attempt of Darius Green has no 
connection with either. 

Airplaning had been going on for sev- 
eral years up to that time, but no one 
apparently had thought of using the 
parachute in conjunction with a flying 
machine. It was a sufficient risk of 
necks, it was argued, to fly in the frail 
and half-perfected ships without taking 
the added possibility of death by means 
of an equally half-perfected parachute. 

But a daredevil named Bert Berry 
was finally prevailed upon to wear one 
and use it from a motored craft above 
Jefferson Baracks, Mo. Berry climbed 
onto the plane’s seat—an affair much 
like the seat of a present day dining 
chair, with a fragile foot rest and slen- 
der safety-belt—and went up. 

The ship soared higher and higher 
and the farther Berry got from the 
ground the more its green contours ap- 
pealed to him—not that he was afraid, 
but it would make anyone nervous to 
attempt something no other human had 
ever tried, especially since the venture 
was to take place hundreds of feet 
above the earth. 

He could look past his feet and see 
down into blue nothing. It was a far 
step to the good Missouri soil. 

Finally his pilot signalled above the 
roar of the engine that it was time to 
go off. He carefully made a last ex- 
amination of the straps about his 
body, looked down at the metal cone fas- 
tened to the foot rest which encased the 
i unbuckled his safety-belt—and 
ell.

Nina Carolina Ogilvy Grant, countess of 
Seafield, succeeded to the earldom of Seafield 
on the death of her father caused by wounds 
received in battle during the world war. She 
was but 9 years old at the time, but the line 
of succession from the eleventh earl, her 
father, went along with his other Scottish 
peerages. ? 

Little Miss Nina, in addition to being a 
countess, succeeded also to the titles Vis- 
countess Reidhaven, Baroness Ogilvy of Cul- 
len and Baroness Ogilvy of Deskford and 


Cullen which, with its attendant ermine and 
coronets, must have been quite a burden and 
responsibility for a curly little 9-year-old 
head. 

She also fell heir to a heritage of family 
turmoil and dissension which was marked by 
a cohtest for the earldom and the alienation 
of nearly.all of the family fortune of millions 
of pounds and half a million acres of land. 
Her father had suffered penury and humilia- 
tion before her and, in fact, had been 
brought up entirely without ‘the knowledge 
that he was the heir of one of the noblest 
families in the British isles.

REGULATED SPORTS 


Mussolini’s new edict putting all sports 
under.-governmental control suggests possi- 
bilities which confound the most imagina- 
tive, says Nation’s Business Magazine. 

Think of a department of sports in Wash- 
ington, housed in a labyrinthian building 
containing the offices of technicians, research 
experts, administrators and innumerable 
clerical assistants. At its head a secretary of 
sports, a Kenesaw Mountain Landis of all 
sports, with bureaus of baseball, football, 
tennis and heaven knows what. And soccer 
struggling to be a bureau of its own instead 
of just a division of a bureau of football. 

Inspection and standardization of profes- 
sional baseball, college athletics, swimming,

Then came a letter from George Wilber- 
force Grant to Alexander Tulloch, editor 
of the Herald at Strathspey, Scotland, which 
publication is circulated in the area covered 
by the estates of the Countess Nina. Mr. 
Grant marked the letter “private,’’ but it be- 
cagne widely quoted shortly after its receipt. 

“Dear Mr. Tulloch,” the letter read. ‘‘Have 
you heard the report that the present count- 
ess is said not to be her (the widow of the 
eleventh earl’s) daughter? Lord Strathspey 


called upon a prominent society friend of 


mine and she came to call upon me and gave 
me the particulars. We can easily account 
for her asking for a commission of which an 
article appeared in your paper. 

“This news will startle the trustees and so- 
ciety, as she is drawing money to which she is 
not entitled.. Seafield’s letter to me said that 
he possessed evidence about the birth of the 
claimant and knew that he visited her at 
Cullen House before she died in 1911. 


“This letter was a very pleasant surprise 


to me and will.win the case for the claimant, 
coupled with other of his letters which I 
luckily have, refuting Lady Seafield’s most 
insulting reference to myself. This will 
easily explain why she fied, for it will sogp 
reach the ears of the public.” 


When Sir Reginald MacLeod’ appeared in 
court aS guardian ,and next friend of the 
young countess to ask redress from the 
aspersions cast in this message, he said that 
Miss-Nina and her mother, the widow of the 
eleventh earl, had been equally besmirched. 

The letter, it was said, meant that the 
coun¢ess was a “love child” and an imposter 
who was falsely and fraudulently posing as

line several years later. 


It was explained that Miss Nina will not 
come into full possession of the estate until 
1946, when she will be 40 years old. In the 
‘meantime the property is held by trustees 
who administered the estate and made pay- 
ments to various persons. . 

An allowance described to the court as 
‘very substantial’? was made for the main- 
tenance of the young girl and her mother. 
The money was paid into an account held in 
the countess’ name from which the mother 
drew for her daughter’s benefit. The mother, 
incidentally, had become very wealthy, for 
her father, the village doctor, had married 
a $30,000,000 heiress in New Zealand and 
this money had been bequeathed to her.

ANIMAL LIFE ON MARS 
IMPROBABLE, IS VIEW 


Desert conditions prevail over most of the 
surface of the planet Mars, according to ob- 
servations made by the Mount Wilson obser- 
vatory of the Carnegie institution, says the 
Pathfinder. 

By the use of special apparatus Dr. Walter 
Adams, director of the observatory, has de- 
termined definitely that the water vapor and 
oxygen in the atmosphere of Mars is only a 
fraction as great as that in the atmosphere 
of the earth. It is rarer than even the atmos- 
phere over Mount Everest. 


Last year it was discovered that there is a 
drastic rise and fall in the equatorial temper- 
ature of Mars between noon and midnight 
on that planet. 


This fact, coupled with the condition of 
the atmosphere, leads many ecientists to be- 
lieve that only the lower forms of life could 
exist there. If there is any life at all on 
Mars it probably has not advanced beyond 
the: moss and lichen stage. 

“The quantity of water vapor in the Mar- 
tian atmosphere at the time of the observa- 
tion was 6 per cent of that ower Mount Wil- 
son, or 3 per cent of that over Pasadena,” 
says Dr. Adams’ report to the Carnegie insti- 
tution. 

“These results would indicate desert con- 
ditions over at least the greater portion cf 
the surface of Mars. Because of the relative 
motion of Mars and the earth of eleven miles 
. asecond at the time of the observation, equa] 
_ athounts of water vapor in the two atmos- 
% heres would have required displacements of 
4 six times greater than these actually 
rved.”’

well-known fact that explorers who 
to scale Mount Everest have 


had to rely upon oxygen tanks to sustain life 
after they ascended a certain height. If the 
atmosphere of Mars is so much rarer it would 
be impossible for a man from this world to 
live on that planet, but some other form of 
life might exist on Mars. 

Life quickly adapts itself to environment 
and may exist on Mars in the form of the 
lower flora. The temperature of Mars is sup- 
posed to drop from normal summer at noon 
to 40 degrees below zero at night. Therefore, 
it is not likely that any kind of animal life 
exists on Mars. 

Through powerful telescopes Mars appears 
to have ice caps at the poles. This would in- 
dicate that the planet has snow and ice, and 
consequently water. 

But, considering the atmosphere conditions 
as determined by Dr. Adams, scientists say 
that the icy looking caps on Mars may be 
only hoar frost, or possibly only frozen car- 
bonic acid gas.

Here’s what a Washington druggist must 
submit to in license and inspection, due in 
part to the multiplicity of his trade: 

As special taxes or license fees he pays 
in one year $6 as apothecary, $6 as retail 
dealer in onium, &c., $12 as cigar dealer, $25 
as retail dealer in liquor, and $18 for run- 
ning a restaurant—-$67 in special] taxes and 
fees for running a drug store. The fee of 
$18 for “running a restaurant” means sell- 
ing ice cream.

Followed a grieved silence. And then a 
very wholesome, smiling voice spoke hope- 
fully on the matter of little girls and hotel 
rooms to fit their lesser proportions.

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LEADING MARKET 


Canada was the leading market for United 
States radio apparatus during 1925; Asia 
ranked second, Europe third and Latin Amer- 
ica was fourth in importance, according to the 
electrical equipment division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, 

Canada purchased equipment valued at $3,- 
662,928, or over 37 per cent of the total radio 
exports in 1925. South America bought 
$999,123 worth, or over 10 per cent of the 
total. The periods of maximum sales of radio 
equipment in Canada and South America are 
directly opposite. Sales during September to 
February are large in. Canada, while the 
South American market is dull, and, con- 
versely, South America is an active purchaser 
from May through August when the seasonal 
decline is in effect in Canada. Because .ot this 
variation, sales promotion activities may be 
regulated by the American exporters so as to 
divide his efforts between the two markets ac- 
cording to the seasonal changes. 

Radio development in South American 
countries is said to have progressed, but less 
rapidly than in Canada. The general econom- 
ic and social conditions, lack of broadcast 
stations, and the static interference of recep- 
tion in many South American districts have 
Wmited sales. The marked gains in purchasing 
made by Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay and 
Peru in 1925 show the public interest in 


radio. Other countries are promoting its use 
and, although advancement is gradual, fur- 
ther increases in sales should be made in this 
area. 

Mexico, Central America and the West In- 
dies are, in general, handicapped in radio de- 
velopment by the low purchasing .power of the 
population and the almost constant static 
which makes reception nearly impossible in 
some regions. Broadcasting in the Engiish 
language is of little value to most of the 
people in this area and adequate service in 
Spanish has not been established. Some of 
the countries have overstocked markets; 
others have a tendency to make small pur- 
chases in order to prevent the accumulation 
of unsold stoeks, and sales have decreased. 

Canadian imports of American radio ap- 
paratus during 1925 showed a gain of $1,- 
269,241, or more than 52 per cent over those 
of 1924, while South American imports in- 
creased $283,286, or a little less than 40 per 
cent, Sales to Mexico decreased $121,382, or 
about 30 per cent, and shipments to Central 
America declined $133,061, or a little less 
than 40 per cent. Despite the decreases shown 
for Mexico and Central America, ‘the total of 


United States radio exports to Latin-Ameri- 
can countries increased $28,843 for 1925.

T was in the ancient days of Ireland’s 
kings and semilegendary heroes. One of 
the fiercest and bravest and greatest of 
these heroes was Fionn MacCoul, whose 

adventures have been told in a thousand 
poems and stories. 

Ireland, even then, was not a free and 

united country. True, its chiefs and petty 
kings made a gallant united front to Nor- 


wegian or Danish invader and drove the for- 
eign foe from their shores. But, in times 
when no invasion threatened, they made 
savage war on one another. 

There was a custom in Ireland in those 
days—a custom brought over in remote ages 
from the Orient, where it had been in vogue 
ever since the days of Alexander the Great— 
of training large and ferocious dogs to ac- 
company their masters to war and even to 
fight in disciplined regiments like human 
soldiers.

MacCoul was calmly certain of easy victory 
over his foes, and his followers shared their 
chief’s happy certainty. | 

Then, just as MacCoul was about to give 
the word to advance against the hostile forces, 
his great hound, Bran, came staggering up to 
his master, from nobody knew where. The 
dog’s coat was soaking wet and smeared with 
mud and with briars. 

Instead of greeting Fionn gaily as usual 
and taking his place beside the chief in readi- 
ness for the charge, Bran flung himself down 
at MacCoul’s feet and split the air with hows 
of terror and grief. He seemed to be begging 
his master not to engage in the battle and to 
be forewarning him of disaster. Says the 
chronicle: 

“Tis likely,’ quoth MacCoul, ‘from the 
acts of this my dog that our heads shall be 
in black danger this day.’ ” | 

He was right, in crediting his hound’s ac- 
tions a8 a warning. The battle resulted in 
dire defeat for Fionn MacCoul and his army, 
and in a slaughter and rout from which Fionn 
himself escaped badly wounded and in dan- 
ger of capture and death.

_ The Mastery of the Air. 


So far as speed is concerned, man is at 
last the supreme master of the air. No other 
living créature can cut through the atmos- 


phere at the terrific rate at which man now 
travels. Also, in point of altitude man is the 
master. But in other respects he may well 
envy—and probably always will envy—those 
whom we may say are born to the element. 

Four great divisions of the animal world 
are represented in the air—namely, birds, 
mammals, fish and insects. At least three 
of these divisions have a mastery of the air 
which man can never hope to equal., Fish 
can not be said to be masters of the air. It 
has even been a matter of controversy among 
naturalists as to whether the flying fish ac- 
tually fly. Some contend that there is a 
distinct motion of the great fins, which take 
the place of true wings, and that this is of 
material aid in keeping the fish aloft. Others 
contend that the flight of the flying fish is 
merely the art of gliding carried to the nth 
degree, 

Masters of Flight. 


While it has taken man thousands, perhaps 
millions, of years to find a means of keeping 
himself aloft, Mother Nature has contrived 
innumerable designs for keeping lesser crea- 
tures aloft. Compare the wings of the bird, 
the bat, the butterfly or moth and the dragon 
fly. In pattern, material and method of use 
they offer the widest possible variation. Yet 
each to its purpose is perfectly adapted. There 
are wings for speed, wings for soaring or 
gliding, wings for quick turning and darting 
and wings for long-sustained flight. They 
present every imaginable variation. Yet each 
variation is perfectly adapted to the specific 
needs of the creature for whom it was de- 
signed. 

Birds have two wings. The only flying 
mammals, the bats and flying foxes, also have 
two wings. The moth, the butterfly and the 
dragon fly, on the other hand, have two sets 
of wings. Frequently I hear discussion as 
to which creature should be: given credit for 
the most complete mastery of the air. I 
never yet have heard a satisfactory con- 
clusion reached. When one watches a vul- 
ture, commonly called buzzard, soaring with 
apparently motionless wings one is inclined 
to cry, “There is the last word in air mas- 
tery.”” But when one watches a bat twist 

nd turn in the air as no bird can, one is 
not so certain of the vulture’s claim to this 
high distinction. But whether it be bat, bird 
or insect one watches in flight, the realiza- 
tion that man still has far to go to equal 
the humblest of Mother Nature’s children in 
mastery of the air is inevitable. 


The Maligned Bat. 


I have had this past summer fewer in- 
quiries than usual dn regard to the propen- 
sity of Flitter the Bat to become entangled 
in the one-time glory of the fairer sex. I 
suspect this is largely due to the fact that 
since the advent of the bob this crowning 
glory of womanhood has very largely disap- 
peared. Poor Flitter! He never did want 
to get into a woman’s hair, and it was mighty 
seldom that he ever did get into a woman's 
hair. If he ever did it was pure accident. 
Now that the cool nights are coming, the bats 
are turning their attention to winter pro- 
vision. Many of them are already migrating. 
Some few will remain active so long as they 
can find insect food in the air. Then they 
will hibernate in caves, cellars, possibly in 
hollow trees or in buildings they may be able 
to enter. From time to time all through last 
winter bats were reported to me. These were 
animals which had hibernated in cellars or 
in unused rooms in houses. But the great 
majority of these winged mammals probably 
move South. 


The Hickory Horn-Devil. 


Boys often are apt in the application of 
distinctive names. Certainly the name 
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“‘Horn-Devil’’ as applied to our largest cater- 
pillar is descriptive. This great caterpillar, 
green and white ’and black, is armed with 
long, spiny, yellow horns, which give it a 
decidedly satanic appearance. It is found 
feeding on a variety of trees, but it is parti- 
cularly fond of the hickory and butter nut, 
and it is because of its special liking for hick- 
ory leaves that it has been given the name 
‘‘Hickory Horn-Devil.”’ 

As if to compensate for the ugliness of the 
larva, or caterpillar, the moth into which it 
will in due course of time become trans- 
formed, is the largest and most magnificent 
of the so-called ‘‘royal moths.’’ These moths 
are stout of body, hairy, have sunken heads 
and strong wings. This particular species is 
known as the regal moth, or the royal wal- 
nut moth——citheronia regalis. The larvae is 
frequently found on persimmon and on 
sumac. 

A Delightful Pet. 


It has been my good fortune to have for 
the purposes of study of food habits a male 
sparrow hawk. This is, as you know, the 
smallest of our native so-called hawks. It 
is a falcon. It was brought to me from the 
nest, almost ready to fly. From the begin- 
ning it was absolutely fearless—in this re- 
spect living up to the best traditions of the 
tribe of falcon. But the amazing thing to 
me is the social instincts of this little feath- 
ered gentleman. At the time this little fal- 
con was brought to me I had a young screech- 
owl of about the same age. He was a rough- 
neck—absolutely untamable. He was soon 


set free, and there were no regrets at his — 


going. The little falcon, on the other hand, 
has been a model of gentleness. He is never 
so happy as when perched on the shoulder 
of a member of the household or being talked 
to. When we pass his perch he invariably 
begs for attention, and then crowds up as 
close to one's face as he can get. 

While he is called the sparrow hawk, I am 
inclined to think he might have been better 
named. True, he will eat sparrows-—-the 
English variety-—when they are presented to 
him, but he pays not the slightest attention 
to the birds outside. On the other hand, 
give him a big grasshopper and he is for all 
the world like a small boy with a stick of 
candy: He holds the insect up in one foot 


ne J 


and, beginning with the head, he eats with 
all the gusto and relish of a boy with a 
sweetmeat. The number of grasshoppers 
which one of these birds kills during a sum- 
mer must be tremendous. Crickets are 
equally enjoyed. Moths of various kinds are 
always acceptable. Worms he seems not to 
care for. I have tried him on a variety of 
fruits. He sometimes will eat a bit of. peach 
or melon; berries he turns his back on. But 
the other night he gave me a surprise by the 
way in which he appeared to relish sweet 
corn. The latter had been cooked, and when 
a small piece of an ear was given him, with 
the expectation that he woud spurn it, he 
seized it and ate every kernel on it. Mice he 
revels in. An acquaintance in the country 
who has had one of these little falcons found 
that mice were his favorite food. Give him 
mice and he cared nothing whatever for 
birds. Therefore, I am minded to think that 
little mouse hawk would be a far better name 
than sparrow hawk. Please never kill, under 
any circumstances, this gallant little gentle- 
man of the air. 


A Naturalist’s Question Box. 


“Will the box turtle snap?’ inquires a 
small boy. 

The box turtle is not naturally a snapper. 
However, it is wise to keep your fingers away 
from the mouth of any turtle. Even a small 
turtle can inflict a painful wound, and a medi- 
um-sized snapping turtle can take a man's 
finger off in one bite. ; 

‘Is the egret the only white heron?” asks 
WilHam C. Atwater. 

No. There is the great white heron com- 
monly found in southern Florida, the snowy 
heron—also called snowy egret—and the 
young of the little blue heron, as well as the 
American egret. All these herons have white 
plumage. 

“I have been told that some butterfiles 
migrate just as the birds do. Is this true?’’ 
asks Ida A. Simpson. 

Yes. One of our most common butterflies, 
called the monarch butterfly, migrates in 
great numbers, and will soon be going south, 
if it has not already started. This butterfly 
is also known as the milkweed butterfly. 
Flocks of thousands of these butterflies have 
been seen far out at sea during their migra~- 


tion. 
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SEWING MADE EASY 


Making a coat isn’t hard—if you pick the 
right coat. One of hard-finished fabric that 
has to be strictly tailored is no job for the 
amateur; neither is an elaborately cut coat. 
But .one like this, in a gray-beige novelty 
woolen of loose weave and informal feeling, 
isn’t a bit hard. The woman shown in the 
sketch wears with it a gray-beige hat, the 
ribbons of which are orange and brown. 
Brown calf shoes with a fairly high leather 
heel, gray-beige gloves and gray-beige lisle 
stockings complete a very smart costume for 
mornings in town. 

As to the making of the coat itself—here 
are the directions in brief. If they are care- 
fully followed, we can promise complete suc- 
cess. 


Make sure that the material has been 
sponged before cutting. Stitch and press 
front dart, then underarm seams from arm- 
hole downward. Open the seams and press 
before joining the sleeve. Snip the corners 
of the sleeve; this will give it a flat taflored 
look when finished. Join under collar before 
facing the coat. Baste the side seams of the 
lining from the inside to the side seam of 
the coat, then slip stitch the lining over the 
front facing and at.the lower edge. We sug- 
gest sending the coat to the tailor for final 
pressing. If you prefer to make the shawl 


collar and cuffs of fur or of contrasting ma- 
terial, they would look well either way.

SEEN IN RARE GEM 


An amazing discovery of possibly the 
world’s rarest jewel has been made in that 
mysterious land of pagodas, Burma, saye @ 
special dispatch to the New York Herald- 
Tribune. Noted for the wonderful luster and 
beautiful color of the rubies that are taken 
out of her famous mines, even Burma has 
never before produced a stone to equal the 
one described by H. W. B, Moreno, member 
of the Bengal legislative council, in the news- 
papers of Catutta. 

A real ruby, aparkling, as the Indian jew- 
elers would say, like a drop of pigeon’s blood, 
it is a very rare jewel for any Hindu to pos- 
sess, but when it discloses a portrait wrought 
in the water of the gem, made not by human 
hand but by Dame Nature in one of her most 
frolicsome moods, the jewel] becomes a unique 
specimen surpassing in rarity even the famous 
diamonds from the mines of Golconda. 

Considered as a gift of Gad, it assumes an 
importance to the faithful du which can 
yer be estimated in terms of the country’s 
coin. 

Mr. Moreno refuses to tell how the stone 
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came into his hands, but to a correspondent 
of the Herald-Tribune the exceptional honor 
of viewing it was granted. The stone is not a 
very large one, but inside the outer surface, 
deep down behind a scarlet cloud, appears 
the tiny image of a man, dressed in white and 


with a fairly dark brown face and deep 
brown eyes. The man is seen wearing a 


white puggree (the national headdress of the 


Hindus), and the rest of hie body is covered 
by the deep folds of a garment of silken 
white. ; 

The more closely one looks at the gem the 
more the image comes out in detail. The 
stone does not show any crack to explain the 
mysterious portrait inside. It would have 
been a rare jewel even without the portrait, 
it is so flawless, but ving this portrait 
makes it almost invaluable. 

The stone was sent to the director of the 
geological department in India, who pro- 
nounced it to be a real ruby of high intrinsic 
value. He could not explain the portrait and 
called it a freak of nature without parallel.

perfect control of my arms and_could 
move them up and down my body at 
will.” fest! 

He was merely surprised, he said, to 
find, on looking toward his feet to de- 
termine whether he was right side up, 
that he was standing on his head in 
the air. 

Lieut. John A. Macready, the fam- 
ous round-the-world flier, did the pre-

While only a few minutes in the air, 
his motor stalled and resisted all ef- 
forts to start it. He glided the ma- 
chine as low as possible in the darkness 
and jumped from a wing while trying 
to pilot it with one hand on the con- 
trols. Forced to jump, he went down 
and landed gently in the dense shrub- 
bery of a 90-foot ravine, half way from 
the bottom. After being pulled out 
from above, where the parachute cloth 
had caught, he was able to write a re- 
port to the commanding officer, giving 
all details of the crash. 

The “classic instance’ of parachut- 
ing, however, came in August, 1924, at 
Bolling Field. 

Pilot Koontz took Passenger Goggin 
up for a little ride before dinner. Both 
followed the army regulation requiring 
the wearing of parachutes, but neither 
had ever used one. Also, it was only 
Goggin’s second trip in the air. He 
was having a fine time until the ship 
went into a nosedive and the pilot 
couldn’t straighten her out. He sig-

TO TALK 
WITH INDIAN SIGNS | 


‘ 


While Crown Prince Gustav Adolph of 
Sweden was touring the United States recent- 
ly, he was introduced to one of the most inter- 
esting languages in the world-——the sign lan- 
guage of the American Indian. It was at Los 
Angeles, during ceremonies by which the 


prince was installed as a member of the . 


Arapahoe tribe. Seated on a blanket sur- 
rounded by feathered braves, the future 
Swedish ruler watched with rapt attention 
while the tribesmen went through their cere- 
monies, speaking their silent welcome by 
means of earnest gestures. 

By coincidence, it was at about the same 
time that the fascinating secrets of this an- 
cient language were revealed in a book pre- 
pared by a man who has spent many years of 
his Hfe among the Indians of the Western 
plains. He is William Tomkins, of San Diego, 
Calif. For 41 years he has known the Indians 
and their language. His knowledge he now 
passes on to the rest of us in the form of a 
‘dictionary of nearly 800 Indian word signs 
and their meanings. Most of these signs are 
such wonderfully natural and graphic ex- 
pressions of thought that they can be learned 
easily by any one. In the dictionary, too, Mr. 
Tomkins has listed and translated 220 of the 
strange picture words which story tellers of 
the Sioux and Ojibway nations once carved 


- in the rocks or painted on wood or leather. 


Some of the Indian signs, says Popular 
Science Monthly for October, are exactly the 
gestures we might use if we had to speak 
with our hands. In fact, a few of them are 
precisely the same gestures we palefaces ac- 
tually use for emphasis. 

For intance,.who has not expressed the 
word “done!’’ by emphatically brushing the 
palms of the hands together? That is pure 
Indian. And how many times have you said 
“Come over here,’’ by beckoning with your 
finger? That's Indian, too. 

And can you think of anything more ex- 
pressive of “‘escape’”’ than the Indian way of 
crossing the wrists, hands closed, then 
abruptly separating the hands, swinging them 
to right and left? Even more readily will 
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you recognize the gesture for ‘‘give’’—hand 
extended forward and downward, palm up- 
ward. 

Now that the Indian signs are at last avail- 
able and interpreted, many people, it is said, 
are learning to converse in the Indian way— 
for their entertainment as well as for its pos- 
sible usefulness. 


HOME MOVIE SHOWS. 


All you need for the home movie show is 
contained in a cabinet, in appearance much 
like a phonograph cabinet, invented by Ar- 
thur G. Merriman, of Memphis, Tenn. No 
darkening of the room is necessary, nor hang- 
ing of sheets.

ie you’ve seen a parachute in 

action you’d have to imagine a 
mushroom 24 feet in diameter with the 
inside scooped out and minus a stem be- 
fore you could get an accurate picture 
of one. The cords would of course have 
to be added, as well as the harness in 
which the aviator sits when coming 
down. 

The whole thing is worn on the back 
in a neat little pack only 13 inches wide 
by 15 in length and is released by a tug 
on the release ring. The latter is at- 
tached to a cord which runs over the left 
shoulder and pulls out the locking pins 
of the pack. A strong steel spring with 
four arms forces out a small pilot chute 
which in turn helps to drag the larger 
into the wind. 

Sixty silkworms work a year, it is 
estimated, to make the ten pounds of 
silk used in a single parachute. And it 
must be woven by hand in China or 
Japan, for machine weaving weakens 
silk. 

Thus, the government pays $325 for 
each parachute, but can point to the 
record made by wearers in reply to 
penurious complaint. Not a life has 
been lost by users of the “free” type. 
Even when an aviator was forced to 
jump below the regulation altitude of 
200 feet, as was the case when a naval 
airman at Anacostia jumped while only

gree of efficiency, aeronautical en- 
gineers beliéve that the big ’chute suc- 
cessfully tested the other day will open 
an entirely virgin field for development.

CAST-IRON BUNG/ 


\LOWs

Bungalows made of cast iron are decidedly 
novel. A double bungalow, made largely of 
this metal, designed and constructed by a 
construction company of Glasgow, Scotland, is 
described in the London Iron and Coal Trades 
Review, 

The outer walls are composed of stand- 


ardized cast-iron plates, which are a patented 
construction, The life of such a structure is 
an important factor in its favor; that, if 
painted every five to seven years, the life of 
the cast-iron plate would be almost indefinite. 


‘In appearance the structure itself has little 


in common with the steel house. There are 
vio external boltagy screws, and, as the plates 
are rough cast, when they are painted there 
is little to distinguish them from an ordinary 
building of stucco. 

It is stated that 100 bungalows of this 
type could be erected at the rate of two a 
week. 

The plates are made of a uniform size, 3 
feet 7% inches long to 2 feet 6% inches 
high, the upper and lower edges being formed 
as male and female joints, so that the over- 
lap forms a weatherproof joint. They are 
5-16 inch thick, rough cast on the outside, 
and have pockets cast onto the inside which 
are prepared for the reception of bolts. The 
plafes are secured to cast-'ron mullions placed 
at 3 feet 7% inch centers, the lower ends of 
the mullions being inbedded in a concrete 
foundation. Provision is made in these mul- 
lions for carrying wooden battens to which 
is secured the fiber board lining which forms 
the inside walls, an air space of 3 inches pe- 
ing allowed between the outer wall and the 
inner lining. 

The roof is formed of light steel trusses 
with wood boarding, felt and russet brown 
asbestos tiles on top. The chimney walls and 
partition between the two bungalows are of 
brick, the partitions between various rooms 
being of wood framing, with fiber boards on 
both sides. The window frames are of steel 


and the casements of unifotm size, al! win- 
dows opening outward. 

The floor area of the single bungalow is 
788 feet, of which the living room occupies 
228, first bedroom 157%, and second bedroom 


‘156. The remainder cf the space is taken up 


by a kitchenette, larder, bathroom and a 
square hall, in which all doors are convenient 
to one another. The kitchenette has a gas 
range, double sink, closet, larder, shelves, &c., 
a coal bunker and a cupboard with shelves 
being also provided. The bzethroom Is pro- 
vided with a cast-iron enameled bath and a 
cast-iron enameled wash. basin. 

“Obviously the cast-iron structure will be 
somewhat heavier in first cost than the steel 
house,’ say the promoters, ‘‘but this may be 
more than counterbalanced by the longer use- 
ful life. The general appearance is also so 
much in its favor—a fact which has to be 
reckoned with, as even the present house 
shortage has not killed all sentiment in ihe 
prospective householder and made him wholly 
indifferent to elevation and ¢ppearance.”’ 


WE’RE IMMORTAL—POTENTIALLY. 


Why do we need to die? 

Interest in this age-old question has been 
renewed, says Popular Science Monthly, with 
the discovery by Prof. Max. Hartmann, of 
Berlin, of a microscopic one-cell creature 
which apparently can be made to live forever. 
By careful treatment, which includes prun- 
ing off portions of the creature’s body at in- 
tervals, Prof. Hartmann claims to have kept 
it alive for many times the length of its 
normal life. If the same results could be 
obtained with human beings, he says, our 
lifetime could be extended definitely.

First, the range of the enemy is found by 
an optical instrument called a range-finder.

The 
shot falls, if accurately aimed, exactly accord- 
ing to the sight setting. If it is short of the 
target the spotter estimates the number of 
yards short, and if over the target, then the 
number of yards over. 

The spotter is trained carefully for this 
important task of estimating. His estimate 
of this amount is added to or subtracted from 
the range being used at the moment. In the 
same way a correction of lateral setting of the 
sight is made. The next shot or salvo re- 
ceives identical treatment until the spotter is 
assured that the sight bar range and deflec- 
tion are correct, and that the shelis are hit- 
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ting the target. This process of controlling 


the fire of great guns is defined as “fire 
control.”’ |

Did you realize that September 18 was the 
.nniversary of the laying of the corner stone 
of_the Capitol? Here are some interesting 
facts about this great event. 

One hundred and thirty-three

years ago, 


last Saturday, to be exact, on September 18,’ 


1793, there was a great deal of excitement 
visible in the vicinity of what is now known 
as the Capitol building of the United States. 

The citizens and small boys of the neigh- 
borhood had gathered there to witness one of 
the most important events in the history of 
the infant republic—the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of the Capitol that was to be. 

Outside the corner-stone laying ceremonies 
themselves.there was another treat in-store— 
a barbecue-—and the lads of 1793 Knew that 
meant lots of fun and good things to eat. 
The long pit wherein the barbecue meat had 
been roasted gave out a smoky aroma as one 
climbed ‘‘The Hill,’’ and nearby were tables 
set with other good things of the feast. 

All this was very fine, indeed, but there 
was something still finer. That was the fact 
that the great George Washington, President 
of the United States, was to come in his coach 
and four accompanied by Mistress Martha 
Washington to conduct the ceremonies in 
person. 

For miles around the country 
been riding into what. is now the city of 
Washington since early dawn. About the 
only thing they could see when they reached 
the Capitol grounds connected with the cere- 
mony was the huge block of stone with its 
opening for the box of coins, newspapers and 
other data which was to be placed within the 
corner stone as a memento to posterity. 

On the corner stone itself was a silver 
plate with a long inscription signed by James 
Hoban and Stephen Hallate, as architects, 
and by Joseph Clark, the Masonic authority 


folk had 


present to see that the stone was laid truly. 


according to the rites of that ancient order. 
The inscription read that the ceremony took 
place in the thirteenth year of Amerian in- 
dependence; in the first year of the second 
term of the presidency of George Washing- 
ton, and in the year of masonry 5793. Surely 
this was a great linking together of important 
— in ancient and modern history of the 
time. 

Early in the afternoon the _ procession 
formed in what was then known as ‘The 
President’s Square,’’ we now call it Lafayette 
square. From Alexandria came a company 
of Virginia artillery, gay in their continental 
uniforms, and the Masonic lodges of Alex- 
andria, Georgetown and Washington were 
present in full regalia also. Two bands of 
music made the Square merry with quaint 
tunes of the revolution. When President 
George Washington drove up, a tall, hand- 
some man with benign face, happy with 
smiles on that day because he had longed for 
the Capitol building project to go forward, 
the procession began. 

It is amusing to learn that the procession 
had to march on the new post road rather 
than what is now known as Pennsylvania 
avenue to the Capitol. This post road fol- 
lowed the line of what is now F street for 
part of the way at least. 

A short distance west of the Capitol the 
procession had to break ranks because the 
banks of the Tiber, the famous creek which 
used to run through the eity, had been 
reached. There at the fording place the 
members of the procession crossed one by 
one on a rude bridge formed of a single log. 
and then reformed again on the other side of 
the creek. 

When the corner-stone site was reached, 
which was not far from the center of the east 
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front of the building as it 
monies began. 

George Washington participated in 
separate capacities—as a world-famous gen- 
eral. as a member of the ancient fraternity 
of Masons and as President of the United 
States. 

Prayers and speeches were made punctu- 
ated by salvos of guns by: the Virginia artil- 
lery, and then Washington, wearing Masonic 
regalia and with a silver trowel, still pre- 
served by Potomac Lodge No. 5 of Free and 
Aecepted Masons, laid the stone, the grand 
master, Joseph Clark, having delegated to 
him that authority. 

Then everybody 
the principal feature of which feast was a 
290-pound ox served from a large booth 
erected near the site of the new Capitol.

“What the Flag Means to 
Me.” 


(Honorable Mention.) 


One very cold night in winter grandfather, 
Ned and Billy gathered around the great open 


fireplace for grandfather was going to tell 
them the story of our standard, Old Glory. 

In colonial days many different kinds of 
flags were used in our country, but were not 
associated with or made a part of the Stars 
and Stripes. After the trouble with Great 
Britain began George Washington and a 
committee decided upon a design that they 
thought would express the feelings of the 
colonies. The ground of this flag consisted of 
thirteen alternate stripes, seven red and six 
white, which were to stand for the thirteen 
colonies. In the canton they retained the 
king’s colors, the crosses of St. George and 
St. Andrew on a blue fleld, representing the 
loyalty of the colonies to the mother country. 
The new “union flag’’ was first unfurled at 
Cambridge on January 2, 1776. 

The first real American flag had, however, 
had its origin in the following resolution 
passed by the Continental Congress on June 
14, 1777: ‘‘Resolved, that the flag of the 
United States be thirteen stripes, alternating 
red and white; that the union be thirteen 
stars, white in a blue field.’ The stars were 
arranged itn a circle. 

From 1777 to 1795 this flag remained the 
nation’s standard. During that period Ver- 
mont and Kentucky entered the Union, and 
in 1794 it was voted that the alternate stripes 
as well as the stars be increased to fifteen in 
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The stars were arranged in thre® 
It was soon noted that if a new stripe 
should be added whenever a new State en- 
tered the Union the flag would become in- 
conveniently large. In 1818, therefore, Con- 
gress passed an act that the flog should have 
‘thirteen horizontal stripes, alternate red and 
white,’’ and on the admission of every new 
State a star should be added. 


Now you have heard the history of the 
“Wlower of Liberty,” which hag never been 
conquered, which in wars with Great Britain, 
France, Tripoli, Mexico, the Confederate 
States and Spain has always been victorious. 
In the United States it has supplanted the 
English, French, Spanish, Dutch and Swed- 
ish flags, and has been planted in Alaska, 
Hawali, the Philippines, Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Guam, Tutuila, Panama, and even at the 
North Pole.
